By Order of the Day of His Majesty the BPmperor's 
Lieutenant in the Far Fast the City of Yingkow is declared 
to be in State of War.

1. The whole territory of the city and port as well

in consequence whereof all steamers and sailing vessels 


which have entered the mouth of the river Liao, are bound

ing the day only, when the high tide and the direction of 
the ourrent shall permit, a boat having on board a Naval 
officer and a Customs official will approach the said place 
to visit the ships arrived and to conduct them to the moor- 
ings whose limits will be fixed by the Customs. 

3. The importation at Yingkow of arms and of muni- 
tion of war is forbidden. 

4. The exportation of articles of contraband of war 
from Yingkow to the ports of Japan and Corea is forbidden. 
5. Persons desiring to export such articles to. 
neutral ports are bound to deposit at the Customs House a \ 
precautionary sum equivalent to the value concerned, which 

Pa will serve as a cuarantee that 10 shall not be forwarded 
from the neutral port to Japan and Corea.

Mr. Minister and Dear Colleague: 


I have just been informed of the folla ing order which 


has been issued by the Commander~-in-Chief of the Russian 
Fleet in the Pacific ocean: 


"Any ship of war or of commerce which shall be eighted 


in the parts of the sea covered by military operations 
without lights at night and without national flag by day 
‘and which shall not hoist its flag after having been in- 
vited to do so by a shot, will be considered an enemy ; 
vessel and will be sunk." 

The adoption of this measure is made necessary by 
existing circumstances, and I deem it my duty to advise 
Your Excellency of it in order to avoid any deplorable 
mistakes. 

I take this occasion to renew, Mr. Minister and Dear

Continuing the subject matter of my No. 1524, of 

March lst last, I have the honor te report another confer- 
ence with Prince Ch'ing. I have again urged him, in the 
interest of both our Governments, to withdraw their notice 
of annulment of our immigration Treaty. 
Ee says they have not yet had an opportunity to suf- 
ficiently consider the question, but that he will take it 
up again with his Colleagues, and report to me before 
June 7th next definitely whether or not they cannot with- 
draw their notice. ä 

I explained to him fully the impossibility of secur- 


ing the approval of a Treaty even as favorable to the 
Chinese as the present one. 

He replies that he fully realizes that it would be 
very unfortunate to annul this Treaty, unless a better one 
could be made; that he would be perfectly willing to ex- 
tend the Treaty for almost any less number of years, if 
any way could be devised to 40 66, but says that ten years 
is so long a period, he does not feel willing to take the 
responsibility. 1 

I made him understand that you would be glad to join 
him in some sort of a compromise.for a shorter period, but 
that the Treaty itself fixed it unalterably at ten years, 
and therefore nothing could be done except for China to 
withdraw her notice, or else, on December 7th next, find 
herself without a Treaty, and subject to any sort of 
anti-

I have the honor to transmit herewith further account 
of expenditures in connection with the new Legation build- 
ings. I also enclose copies of two communications from 
the Architect, Mr. Mealy, showing the progress of the work 
to date, and the requirements for the future. 

As Mr. Nealy says, the bids sent by Mr. Roberts from 
San Francisco were rejected, and new bids requested by 
telegraph for the materials necessary to complete the ex- 
terior and enclose the five structures as intended. 

More money is absolutely essential, as Mr. Vealy ex- 
plains, and we should know at once if we are to have it, 
so that contracts for heating apparatus and plumbing may 
be let, in order that the necessary piping may be done 
before the plastering begins, as it will be both expensive 
and inconvenient: to put the pipes in afterwards. I there- 
fore ask that Congress may be urged to make the necessary 
appropriation at the earliest possible date, and that I 
be telegraphed just as soon as it is done. 

Presuming that the appropriation will be made, but 
without incurring any obligation on account thereof, I an, 
in order to save valuable time, going to advertise for 
bids contingent upon the appropriation being made, so that 
in case it is they can be accepted by telegraph. 

I enclose copies of telegrams exchanged with Mr. Rob- 
erts, as well as copies of the several contracts entered 
into 


into here. 

Under all the circumstances, suitable buildings could 
not be built for less than the amount asked for. It will 
be economy for the Government to provide the funds at 
once, and we will lose great prestige with the Chinese, and 
it will be a shame if these buildings are not completed as 
designed.

In continuance of my report of November 18th, 1903, | 
I submit the following details of building operations in 
connection with the construction of the new American Lega- 
tion buildings.

The shed built in November for use of stonecutters- 
proving inadequate to accommodate a sufficient force, an- 
other of the sane dimensions was built, the rough flooring 
used as in the first, The cost of this shed was 48.75 
buen.) 

Between November lst and February 6th, when work was 
sus, ended during the Chinese New Year holidays, the car- 
penter work, completing all framing to roof, ready to 
place, and cutting brackets for cornice, cost $613.25 (Mex). 
i work stopped on the evening of February 6th, and was 
not resumed again until March 5th, it being utterly in- 
possible to get the Chinese to work during their 26 days 
of New Year festivities. 

Vork commenced. Naroh 5th with 119 stonecutters, the 
number increasing daily until the 18th, when 400 were at 
work, and this number, approximately, has been kept upon 
the stone work to date, and will be until its completion.

Meanwhile preparations have been under way for. resuming 
brick ek laying, and the t of brick required has 
been delivered under the contracts with Chang Wen-cheng 

for 18,000Ting-ni at $17.60 (Mex), and with Teng Te-hsuan 
for 290,000 Tao-kai-tio at $12.95 (Mex.). Under these con- 
tracts no percentage of broken brick was allowed. Total 
cost of brick under the two contracts, $4,072.50 (Mex.). 
These were the lowest bids among nine competitive bids re- 
ceived, and opened, as are all competitive bids, in the 
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acturing Company of $18,500(gold), for all glass, gal- < 
vanized iron-work, roofing materials, window frames and 


‘wiring for electric light, and installing modern plumbing 


presence of Mr. Conger, Mr. Williams and Mr. Nealy. 


The lowest bid received from America for all interior 
finish, including heating plants, plumbing, wood work, 
glass, etc., was that of the William E. Warren Manufactur- 
ing Company, of Chicago. Their bid of $68.00¢was rejected, 
by wire, as excessive, and amended bids asked, omitting 
everything “except window and door frames, sash and doors, | : 
galvanized iron work, finished flooring, roofing materials, 
hardware, and piping for heating and plumbing." 

An amended bid was received by wire March 8th, of 


ee or 


$44,900, This was also rejected as excessive, and read- 
vertising ordered. This resulted in a bid from the Warren 


sash, exterior door frames and exterior doors, to be del- 
ivered at Tientein September 15th. 

These items are considered absolutely necessary to 
have from America, and in order to completely cover and 


— = — 
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enclose the five buildings. The bid was accepted by wire 
and also confirmed by letter March 26th. 

Local contracts were also let, March 25th, for 5,290 
piculs of lime at a total cost of $1,985.75 (Mex), G. 8. 
Saito, Contractor; and on March 27th, for 1,665 cubic 
yards of sand at a total cost of $2,697.90 (Mex.),Kao-lin 
Contractor. These contracts also were let to the lowest 
bidders. 

This places everything under contract to cover in and 
complete the superstructures of the five main buildings, 
servants’ quarters and chair-house. 

But it has been found necessary, in view of the heavy 
bids on finishing materials, caused by the rise in prices 
at home, excessive freightage charges, etc., , to abandon 
the scheme of heating the buildings by a hot water systen, 
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and and sewerage, unless an additional appropriation is 
obtained. | 
| | When mantels, grates, hardware, finished flooring, 
stairs, interior trim and skirting, cupboards, and interior 
doors are contracted for in America, as they must be, there 
will be just sufficient money left of the appropriation to 
‘complete the buildings in the plainest manner, with fire- 
place heat, and with neither plumbing, sewerage, or gate- 
house, and with nothing left for approaches. |

I eticlose herewith a report in continuance of my two 
former statements of building operations in connection with 
the erection of the five buildings for use of the American 
Legation in this City, and an ea imate of future expenses, 


You will readily see that it will not be possible to 
complete these buildings in the manner that they would be 
done at home. The superstructures will be good, and it 
seems a great pity they cannot have consistent interior 
finish. But the amount available is not sufficient for my 
thing but the plainest interior work, and all modern 


applimeces in the way of heating, lighting, and plumbing, 

and many other items for the convenience and comfort of the 

occupants of the houses must be omitted. 
As all framing of lumbgr is done, and all stone-work 


will soon be ready to place, it will not be long before 
the stage of plastering will be ream hed, 
And in this connection I wish to call your: attention 
to the fact that if the hot water heating plant, electric 
witing, and plumbing, for which more money was asked, are 
to go in, they should all be placed before the finished 
flooring and plastering have been done, If not, and they 
are afterwards provided for, great expense and delay will 
result from the tearing up d floors, the tearing off of 
plastering, and opening up of pipe chases. Of course I 
cannot assume that more money will be appropriated for this 
purpose, and my duty is to go ahead and finish according 
to the means available. This means the finishing of five 
good buildings in a manner entirely out of keeping with 

the exteriors. These are acknowledged to be the best in 
China, 
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China, and it would seem that the Government should per- 
mit ne to carry them out to a consistent completion, and 


this at as early a date as possible so as to avoid un- 


necessary ex ense.

Immediately on receipt of February 25rd, 1904, of 
your despatch dated February 6th, 1904, enclosing copy of 
a letter to the Honorable the Secretary of State from Mr. 
Theedere Richards, Treasurer and Acting Secretary of the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association, complaining that Chinese 
officials at Canton charged an excessive fee for a Chinese 
Teacher and Evangelist proceeding from Canton to the Ha- 
waiian Islands, I took up the matter with His Excellency, 
the Hoppo, Sheong. The result of my inquiry showed that 
the usual fee charged at his Yamen amounts to $90 Mex. for 
each passport, and that it has been the custom to charge 
that amount for at least the past six years. That fee was 
charged, I learn, by the present Hoppo's predecessor, His 
Exeellency Cheoang, who held office here for upwards of 
five years. 

Addressing His Excellency Sheung on the subject, I en- 


closed in the same cover with my despatch a copy of your 
instructions and also a copy of the communication of Mr. 


Theodore Richards to the Honorable the Secretary of State. 


I asked him to furnish me with a detailed statement reply- 


ing in full, “with an accurate statement detailing the fee 


and the circumstances attending the exactions thereof." In 
reply he has transmitted the enclosed despatch dated March 
16th, 1904. Feeling that His Excellency Sheung had not at 
all Ghegoughly covered the matter, I instructed Mr. Russell 
Colegrove our U.S.Vice Consul General to wait upon him and 
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receive a categorical answer on those points.

Upon inquiry into the records here I have found that 
instructions had been received by my former predecessor 
from the Foreign Board at Peking that regulations had been 
fixed and confirmed by them for the Chinese Merchants to 
proceed to the U.S. America, and that passports were then 
granted from this Yamen in English and Chinese for that 
purpose. 

Before the granting of such passports, the said im- 
migrating merchants must be thoroughly examined by this 
Yamen together with a photograph attached which must bona 
fide correspond with the said merchant in every respect. 
The said Chinese merchant must also provide some good 
standing shop as his security. 

Since the issue of the above-mentioned regulations, 
my predecessor had given special case to the employment of 
clerks and other servants for taking charge of such pass 
ports(in English and Chinese)as a special work for which 
they should be held responsibility. Well qualified con- 
stables were also provided for making enquiries of those 
Chinese merchants as to whether their property being sub- 
stantial or not? Whether their photos and sureties are in 
order or not? Each party hold their own responsibility 
for their work alloted them so that no malpractice may in 


any Way occasion thereby. 


With reference to the petty fees charged for passports 


for the Chinese to the United States, I have the honor to 
rg 
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report that they have been used for many years as a remun~ 
eration alloted to those clerks and servants specially en- 
ployed for that purpose. 

All respectable Chinese Merchants who have been grant- 
ed these passports to the United States have had paid such 
fees without the least complaint ever, brought forth. 

With regard to the statement contained in Mr. Rich- 
ard's report in which it is stated that the official charg- 
es on Chinese teachers and evangelists have rendered their 
missionary board on viconvenient and unnecessary expence, 
&c. — Pig ge 

But from the last year up to present more than 10 
months have elapsed I have found out no Chinese have ever 
been known to have proceeded to the Hawaiian Islands other 
than the two persons of Yeung Yuk Pan and Mo Man Ming who 
at the time of granting them the passports had never com- 
plained of the amount of fees. 

As I now notice from Mr. Richard's report, who is now 
applied for the exemption of such fees, I am sorry to in- 
form you that these charges are specially required for cov- 
ering the allowances and other expenses granted to those 
clerks and servants for the special duty allotted to them. 
Should all these servants be suddenly dismissed, no other 
persons could be spared to do their work. I am therefore 
of opinion that when the amount charged for passports ina 
lump sum, it seems to be a big one but when it is distrib- 
uted to among all those servants it is in fact but trifle. 

In conclusion I beg to add that since I took up my 
official appointment here, I have given strict orders to 
all me department clerks, writers and others that they must 
carry out their work according to the former rules and that 
in case they have to collect any official fees, they 
could not charge any sum in excess to even a small atom. 
But as regards to the fees charged for passports for chin- 


ese - foreign countries, I have also enquired that no 
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additional charge has ever been made and I have always 


acted on the usual course. 
; Should any extra charce have been made Your Honor 
would certainly have become aware of.

| Following your instructions, I visited the Yamen of 
H. E. the Hoppo, for the purpose of ascertaining the exact 
sum charged teachers or merchants for certificates permit- 
ting them to enter the United States, or other American 
territory. 

His Excellency informed me, through our chief Inter- 
preter Mr. Lam Hon Wan, that the fees were the same to- 
day as they had been for many years. When he entered upon 
his officialm duties here, he did not increase or decrease 
the amount charged, but was governed by the amount set by 
his predecessors. 

Men a Chinaman applies for a certificate, it is 
necessary, so His Excellency informed me, for the applicant 
to give both reputable references, as well as a bond. 

These are investigated by a Constable, who fixes his charge 
according to the amount of work necessary, and the time 
required. Then the writers are paid, and their fee depends 
somewhat on the amount of work they have before them. The 
total fee amounts to about ninety dollars, and this has 
always been the recognized charge. 

His Excellency referred to the books and records of 
his predecessors, showing that regulations had been made by 
the Foreign Board at Peking governing the issue of these 
certificates, and that special clerks and servants are em- 
ployed for this work, and that the fee charged is for the 
benefit of such servants; also His Excellency showed that 
the charges to-day are the same as have been made for years

Referring to my despatch Wo. 1547, of March 23rd last, 
I have the honor to enclose herewith translation of the 
Regulations promulgated by Imperial Decree for the estab- 
lishment and control of the proposed national Bank. The 
following bank officials have already been appointed: 

Chang Yun-yen, General Manager, 

Jui-feng, Assistant Manager, 

Shih-ch’ang and 

Shao-Ying, Permanent Inspectors. 

Chang Yun-yen and Chui-feng are both under-Secretaries 
of the Board of Revenue, and none of the appointees have 
had any practical experience in banking. 

Chang Yun-yen, the General Manager, visited, last 
year, the Osaka Exposition, and at that time made some in- 
vestigation into the Japanese Banking methods. | 

The Government seems to be in earnest in this under- 
taking, but it will take a long time to secure the sub- 
scription of twenty thousand shares of private capital, and 
the managers named are without banking experience, so that 
it will undoubtedly be some time before the Bank is really 
in successful operation.

Regulations proposed by the Board of Revenue for the 

Experimental Trial of a National Bank. 

1.  #The Bank for the present will be operated ex- 
tis. and it is proposed that first capital be 
raised to the amount of Tls. 40,000,000, to be divided into 
40, 000 shares of K'u-p'ing Taels 100 each, the Board of 
Revenue to appropriate funds for the purchase of 20,000 
shares and the remainder, 20, 000 shares, to be offered to 
mandarins or people for their purchase. As the business ir 


creases the matter of adding to the number of shares will 
be taken into consideration, application to that effect to 
be. made by the managers. 

2. The Bank will be operated as a limited liability 
company; no payments will be demanded of the shareholders 
beyond the amounts of their shares, and in case of failure 
the shareholders will not be liable for any thing in addi- 
tion. But when new shares are offered, the old sharehold- 
ers must have the first opportunity to buy them, and only, 
if all are not bought by them, may any be offered to oth- 
ers. 

3. For the present the Bank will be established at 
the Capital, and branches opened a’ such ports as Tientsin, 
Shanghai, Hankow, and places in Kuangtung and Szechuen. In 
places where there are no wunde wealthy and reliable 
commercial banks may be selected and contracts made with 
them to act as agents. 

4. The special business of the bank will be to re- 


ceive money for deposit, pay it out, buy and sell gold and 


Silver ores, bills of exchange and drafts, to discount 
notes not due, and give safe deposit to articles of value. 
In matters set fer in detail, as well as in certain pro- 
hibitions to be made, the usual regulations of foreign banks 
will be followed. 
8. The Bank will be under the protection of the Gov- 
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market, the Bank may request the Board of Revenue to make 
ue from the Treasury in aid of the Bank, and any 
loan made in this way will at the due date be repaid with 

interest according to regulation. 
6. The charter of the Bank will be limited to a 
period of twenty years, beginging with the date of its com- 


mencement of business. At the expiration of the said per- 
iod petition may be presented for the extension of the 
charter. 

wx The Bank must at each quarter prepare in dupli- 


cate a true report of its business and its resources, to 


be sent, one copy to the Bureau of Financial Administra- 


tion, and the other to the Board of Revenue for their in- 


spection; and the Bureau of Financial Administration and 
the Board of Revenue may, as occasion shall require, exam- 
ine the accounts of the Bank. 


Aside from this the Govern- 
ment shall not in any way interfere with the business 
affairs of the Bank. 

8. Hereafter all silver and copper coins issued from 
mints must be delivered to the Bank which by its direct 
connection with the commercial banks will enable them to 
circulate freely through the markets. Interest at the reg- 
ulation rate will be paid to the Government upon all de- 
posits of silver and copper coins deposited in this way. 

9. l who subscribe for shares in the Bank must 
at the commencement of business first pay one-fourth of 
the amount subscribed; and when the business of the Bank 
shall require more, a notice will be issued calling for pay 
ments at specified times. But those who buy such shares 
must write their surnames and personal names in the regis- 
ter of shareholders. Chinese only shall be allowed to buy. 
Persons of other nationalities must not buy them,, and or- 
iginal shareholders must not sell any shares to persons of 
foreign nationality. 

10. When the banks decides upon the dates at which 
the 
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the several installments of the balance due on the shares is to 


be paid a general notice to that effect must be issued to the 


shareholders two months in advance of the date of each install- 
nies. Should any shareholder fail to make payment at the time 
due, when he does pay up, he must be required to pay in additim 
to the amount due, ten per cent of the said installment as a pen 
alty for delay. If two months more should pass without payment, 
his shares shall be sold, and after deducting the amount of 
his fine and the expense connected with the transfer of the 
shares from the amount which he had previously paid up on the 
shares, the balance, if any, shall be returned to him. But if 
the amount previously paid up should not be sufficient to pay 
said fine and expenses, he shall be compelled to pay the dif- 
ference. Should the shareholder be living in another province 
or a foreign country, two months more time shall be allowed 
hin. 

11. As the Government is to buy 20,000 shares it will be 
the largest shareholder, and will have power to appoint the 
General Manager and the Assistant General Manager. In addition 
to these there shall be four Directors, who shall be elected 
by the shareholders, and who with the General Manager and the 
Assistant General Manager shall constitute a Board of Managers. 
At the meetings of this Board the General Manager shall pres- 
ide, and, should the vote upon any question under consideration 
be a tie, the General Manager shall have a casting vote. If he 
should be unable to be present, the Assistant General Manager 
shall take his place. There shall also be three Examiners, who 
shall be elected by the shareholders and whose duty it shall be 
to investigate all the affairs of the Bank. Besides these there 
must be a Taipan and accountants, who shall be engaged by the 
managers. 

12. Unless one shall hold more than 100 shares, he 
shall not be eligible for the office of Director; and unless 
one shall hold more than forty shares, he shall not be eligible 


for the post of Examiner. After Directors shall have hoon el- 
: ected, 
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ected, report of the matter must be made to the Bureau of Fin-

13. The General Manager and Assistant General Manager 
shall serve for a term of five years; Directors for @ term of

14. The expiration of the terms of office of Directors 
and Examiners shall be so arranged that at least one (of each) 
shall retire each year. The order in which they shall retire 
shall be determined by the shareholders in general meeting. 

15. There shall be two general meetings each year at 
Peking, one in the Third Moon and the other in the Ninth Moon. 
Every shareholder shall have the right to take part, but he 
must have been registered on the list of shareholders at least 
one month in advance of the meeting, and he must also have 
presented his share certificate in person at the Bank at least 
three days before the meeting and reported his intention to 
attend the meeting. One month in advance of the date fixed for 
a meeting a written notice shall be sent to each shareholder, 
and a general notice published in a daily paper. Noone shall 
be allowed to plead nom-receipt of the notice as an excuse for 
disagreement with any action taken. 

16. All the officers of the Bank must hold a general meet- 
ing omce a month to consider any important matters that may

The Minister then made some brief remarks, after 
which Mr. Nealy read a list of the articles which were 
enclosed in the stone, and then Dr. Sheffield pronounced 
the benediction. 

I enclose copies of the remarks made by Mr. Nealy 
and the Minister, as well as a list of things enclosed in 
the stone. 

This ceremony at this time does not mean that we are 
just starting our foundations, for the corner stone is laid 
at the floor level, and the first story walls of all the 
buildings are well under way.

Ladies & Gentlemen: 
The setting of a corner-stone is indicative of pro- 


gress and is always a proper occasion for felicitation.

The erection of a new building generally means some- 
thing better than that that hes been; something more am 
bitious; something nearer,man's ideal.

The occasion which calls us together to-day, however, 
means more to us than the ordinary laying of a corner- | 
stone. It graphically illustrates the astonishing crowth 
of our Government in importance relative to the other | 
world Powers, It is a forceful reminder that Uncle Sam, 
too long looked upon as a gawky, crowing but promising 
youth, has really rounded out into a full-grown man,- vig- 
oreus, resourceful, self-confident, and meaning to take 
his place in the world where business calls. It means 
that he, like the manufacturer, is going to do a bigger | 
business in the future. — 
He has already shown impatience in having his realty 
confined to one mall continent between two small oceans 
like the Atlantic and the Pacific, and now in erecting 
these, his first Legation quarters, he shows his determina- 
tion to cease to be a tenen nd become his own landlord. 
Therefore we are here to offer him our hearty congratula- 
tions. ana But 
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But nobody fears Uncle Sam's coming, be it where it 
nay. His advance carries with it no misgivings, no terrors, 
On the contrary, wherever his flag is seen, there is to be 
found prosperity and Christianity. There is no better 
illustration of this fact than that which is before us here 
in Peking. Here under his flag and protection are Christé 
fans missionaries, whose good work cannot possibly be 
over -estimated. They have achieved magnificent results. 

I see the effeets of their good work every day of my life 
right here on these grounds, I have had ample proof that 
they are not working in vain. Their disciples have light - 
ened my labors and made possible that which but for their 
devotion to Christian duty would have been a hopeless task. 
Those I have about me in this work, upon whom I can implic- 
itly rely, are every one from the hands of the mission- 
aries, I earnestly hope that the building of these houses 
may prove a help to them in sti 11 furthering their cause 
in China, and I believe it will. 

Obviously there is but one person to lay the corner- 
stone of the American Legation buildings in Peking. There 


is withd us a lady witnout whose name any history of Peking 


would be incomplete, With her, light has come out of 
darkness, progress out of lethargy, love and good-will out 
of prejudice and hate, Her sincerity and sweet personal- 
ity have worked wonders with her less favored sisters of 
the East in dissipating ignorance and misunderstanding, and 
im propagating the growth of trust, confidenee, truth, and 
all the civilising influences. 

Wo one with a less sympathetic nature, less unselfish- 
ness, less earnestness of purpose, could have accomplished 
What she has. And no one questions for a moment that the 
tact and good judgment. displayed in her womanly sphere 
have done much to aia her distinguished husband in creating 
‘the present friendliness between China and Ameriea. She 
nas hed in this work the earnest assistance of her American 
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sisters all. 

; Her record during the dark days of anarchy and rebell- 
ion, of starvation and suffering, of siege and battle, is 
too fresh in the memory of all present to need mention 


here, yet I cannot pass this phase of the. history of 
Peking without giving credit to one who proved herself as 
cool under fire, as unflinching in her duty, and as brave 
in danger as any soldier our country has predueed, Her 
name is as inseparably linked with the history of this 
city as are its walls, its gates and towers, its rulers 
and their yellow-tiled palaces. 

And too, as the lady more closely identified than 
others with the official relations of China and America, 
it belongs to her by right to lay the corner-stone of 
buildings heneefe th to be devoted to the cultivation of 
friendship between the two nations.

Recently the United States has awaked to the idea 
that it has attained the stature of a full-grown man, and 
must assume adult responsibilities. It has reached the 
stage where it must do a man's business all around the 
lobe, and do it in severe competition with the other great 
Powers that encirele it. Hence we have large increased 
our Army; we are developing a system of coast fortifica- 
tions unsurpassed in the world; we are rapidly building 
a Wavy which already commands respect for our flag on 
every sea; we have undertaken the bringing together our 
Eastern and Western coasts by the most stupendzious under- 
taking of ancient or modern times. The sturdy strenuosity 
of our progressive President is, through his splendid Seco- 
retary of State, impressing our policies and politics upon 


all the great Governments of the globe. This is large done 
through Ambassadors and Ministers stationed at the world's 
most. important capitals. 


Up to the present time these Representatives, in hun- 
iliating contrast with their Colleagues, have been com- 
pelled to previde their own residenees, or occupy such 
shabby apartments as the most meagre appropriations for 
rent would supply. 

But out from all the horrors of the siege of 1900 has 
come at least one good--the Chinese Government has alloted 
us this most beautiful site, and our Government, by a lib- 
eral appropriation for buildings here, has begun a policy 
of owning its own Legations, and it is our proud pravil- 
ege to-day to inaugurate that policy in this old, old Cap- 
ital, by laying the corner-stone of the first Legation er- 
ected under it. A policy which, it is to be hoped, will 
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be continued until every American Ambassador and Vinister 
em 11 be sheltered, not only by the American flag, but by 
an American roof, owned by his own Government. 

We are most fortunate in having a man sent to do this 
work, who is able and willing to do it well. If ym will 


but inspect the work already done, you will observe that it 


like cannot be found anywhere in the Orient, and will 
agree that the buildings, when they are completed, will 
stand here as lasting testimonials to the ability, indus- 
try, thoroughness, and integrity of a man, the influence 
of whose character, and the lesson of whose work, will 
abide with the Chinese forever--a fitting monument to the 
Architect, Mr. Sid H. Nealy. 

Yow, my friends, as the special Representative of the 
United States Government, I thank you all for the oordial 
assistance in the simple ceremonies of laying this corner- 
stone, and I am sure you will join with me in expressing 
the hope that the policies and principles which, hereafter, 
shall issue forth from the building erected over it shall 
be as strong, as pure, and as clean, as are its square 
and glistening sides to-day, and that the Government it- 
self, in whose splendid achieywments we all take a pardon- 
able pride, may be as solid and lasting as the indestruct- 
ible particles of granite of which the beautiful stone is

This Board finds that the Treaty was established with 
the especial purpose of prohibiting the immigration of 
Chinese laborers, and that therefore it was provided in 
the Treaty very clearly that officials, merchants, students, 
teachers and travellers might all enter the United States. 
But now these five classes of persons on arrival in the 
United States are all put to great annoyance by the Regu- 
lations adopted by the Treasury Department of the United 
States; and other persons, such as inn-keepers, bankers, 
missionaries, dentists and others are entirely forbidden to 
enter the United States. Not only is there no other 
country which has such regulations, but even the United 
States does not apply such regulations to immigrants from 
other countries. What other country has such harsh res- 
trictions? 
If this Treaty should be continued for another ten 
years, all trace of Chinese within the boundaries of the 


United States will disappear. The request which this Board 
recently decided to make that the Treaty might be modified, 
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was no more than a desire to make more clear some of the 


provisions of the Treaty which are now somewhat vague, 80 


that all persons might know that the Treaty prohibits the 


immigration of Chinese laborers only, and that other 
classes of Chinese are not included. 

This Board knows very well that the labor unions of 
the United States have much to do with the election of 
the Government, and that the President and State Depart- 
ment therefore, knowing the jealous feeling of the labor 
unions, are unable not to bend considerably to their wish- 
es, but our Chinese people in the United States are con- 
stantly beseeching us, sending petitions and telegrams in 
great numbers, urging this Board to act, so that it be- 
comes our duty to take some measures to relieve their anx- 
ieties. We formerly proposed to wait a year or so until 
the elections shouldbe over and then take up the matter 
again. This was with the intention of showing our friend~ 
liness to the United States and our appreciation of the 
circumstances existing there. If the United States is not 
willing to extend the Treaty for a time, the best thing to 
do will be to wait until the present Treaty shall have ex- 


pired, when further negotiations may be undertaken.

Your Imperial Highness: April llth, 1904. 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
8th instant of a memorandum regarding the Chinese Immigra- 
tion Treaty, which your Imperial Highness sent to me by the 
hand of H. B., Mr. Wu T'ing-fang. The intimation in the 
last sentence of the memorandum that the United States is 
unwilling to extend the Treaty for a time cannot be left ur 
refuted. It has been made perfectly clear to Your Imperial 
Highness that the President and Secretary of State are per- 
fectly willing to extend the Treaty for any period, however 
brief, but that the treaty itself fixes absolutely the term 
of ten years as the only period of extension possible 
without the ratification of the Senate, and to attempt to 
secure this would open up the whole question to a general 
discussion, which, as has been fully explained, would cer~- 
tainly bring about unfavorable results. 

I have just received a telegram from the Department of 
State informing me that even the press notices of China's 
determination to denounce the Treaty is already producing 
signs of violent agitation in the United States by the 
opponents of any immigration Treaty. 

It would appear that in the several conferences which 
we have held upon this subject sufficient has already been 


the 
said to convince Your Highness of wisdom under all the cir- 


cumstances of extending the present Treaty for another term 
of ten years, and thus avoiding the agitation which the 
attempt to negotiate a new Treaty would surely bring about. 
If, notwithstanding all that has been said, such 
attempt be made, and, as is most probable, it be found in- 
possible to secure the ratification of a new Treaty, and 
unfortunate conditions result fram the absence of any 
Treaty, the responsibility for such a state of affairs 


must rest upon the Chinese Government. I 
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I must therefore once more earnestly urge Your In- 
perial Highness to withdraw the denounciation of the ex- 
isting Treaty by your Government before the 7th of June 
next, and I trust that for the sake of the best interests 
of all concerned, Your Highness' Government will consent 
to do this. 

I avail myself of the opportunity to renew to Your Im- 
perial Higmess the assurance of my highest consideration.

of the United States was unwilling, but that the Treaty 
itself provided that, if it were to be continued, it | 
should be continued for ten years; that therefore it would 
be impossible to continue it in force for a period less tha 
ten years without the ratification of the Senate; and that, 
if the matter or extending the term of the Treaty were to 
be brought notion the Senate, it would be impossible to 
avoid a general discussion and agitation, which might have 
unpleasant consequences; that you had already several 
times in person said to me that the best plan would be to 
extend the Treaty for another period of ten years; that if 
we were determined to terminate the Treaty and negotiate 
a new one, it was doubtful whether the Senate could ratify 
such new Treaty; and that if our two countries were to be 
without a Treaty upon the subject it would be difficult to 
guarantee that no inconvenience would result; and that 
therefore you must urgently request me once more to with~ 
draw before the 7th of June next the announcement already 
made that the Treaty would be terminated. 

As to this matter my Board is not by any means ignor~ 
ant of the difficulties of your Government. But, if the 
Treaty is not modified, the harsh regulations of your Gov- 
ernment will daily give more annoyance and the Chinese in 
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the United States cannot endure the oppression. Several 
tens of thousands of them have repeatedly called to us for 
help, and how can my Board treat their cries with indif- 
ference! As to withdrawing the announcement that the 
Treaty is to be terminated, this will be very difficult to 


do. Your Excellency fears that if there be no Treaty, | 
there may result some inconvenience, but the oppression 

now endured by the Chinese in the United States is already 

extreme, and it would seem that their condition could not 

be made worse than at present, and this makes it very diff | 
cult for us to consent to extend the Treaty for another :

0.07, and kerosene in bulk pays per ten American gallons, 
a specific duty of H.K. Tis. 0.05. Crude petroleum is 
not mentioned in the list, nor any product save kerosene ; 
but all imports not enumerated in this tariff list must 
pay duty at the rate of 5% ad valorem, The market value 
of the goods in local currency when converted into H.K. 
Tls., is to be considered to be 12% higher than the value 
upon which the duty is to be calculated.

You will note that the first tract, mentioned was not 
purchased from Chinese, but from the Roman Catholic Church, 
and could be legally held by- Mr. Squiers; but it is an 
irregular piece, situated near the middle of the Legation 
property on Canal Street, and if retained by him would make 
the Legation property much less valuable; hence this tract 
should, by all means, go with the rest, and its surrender 
may reasonably be insisted upon as part of the considera- 
tion for making the reimbursement which the Department has 
concluded to make to Mr. Saquiers. 

Since most of these tracts are of peculiar shape, and 
many of them described in the deeds by monuments (houses, 
shops, etc.,) which have been destroyed, it would be very 
difficult to trace out each piece; but these deeds include 
all the property in the tract marked p,“ on the map here- 
tofore filed with the Department, except a small piece ad- 
joining the Korean Legation on Legation Street, which Mr.

I have had several recent conferences with His Ex- 
cellency, Na-t'ung, at present one of the most active Hin- 
isters of the Wai Wu Pu, who informs me that China is tak- 
ing every possible precaution to avoid giving occasion 
for canplaint to either belligerent, and will continue so 
to do. J 

Recently we have had considerable excitement here by 
reason of the Russian Minister's complaining to the Chin- 
ese Government, that he had good evidence showing that 
China was preparing to cede Amoy to the Japanese, in order 
to give them a better base of supplies for attacks upon 
the Russian Nevy; that he knew @ commissioner had already 
been sent there for the purpose, eto., etc. It turned out 
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that a commissioner had been sent to Amoy to settle an old 
Spanish claim, and that the characters as used for Spain 
could easily be mistaken for Japan, and that the Chinese 
news-gatherers for the Russian Legation had so mistaken 
and reported it. 

Russia has been recently extending her troops into 
the country south and west; i. ., this side of the Liao 
River, and has practically occupied the railway from New- 
chwang to Kou-pang-tzu Junction, and up the branch to 
Hsin-min-t'un. This, however, is a part of Manchuria, and 
was included by Russia in the war zone, and this will, 
of course, give the Japanese an excuse, if found desirable, 
for moving or landing troops into the same territory. 

It is reported among the Chinese that martial law is 
to be extended by the Russians over all that part of Man- 
churia south and west of the Liao River, but as nearly as 
I can find out their intention for the present is only to 
extend martial law from Newchwang across the river, to in- 
clude the railway station on the southwest side. 

I am satisfied that the Chinese are in earnest in 
their determination to observe strict neutrality, but it 
will not be strange if the conduct of the Russians does 
woe finally goad them into a violation thereof. This, of 


course, can the more easily be done if the Japanese army 


and navy continue to meet with success.

I have the honor to call Your Imperial Highness' at- 
tention to the refusal, by the Imperial Chinese Customs in 
Shanghai, to permit the American Trading Company to ship 
either tin plate or tea lead from Shanghai to their branch 
house at Yokohama, Japan, on the grounds that these art- 
icles might probably be used in the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war. 

Neither Russia nor Japan has included tin plate or 
tea lead in their officially promulgated lists of contra- 
band, and therefore it seems clear that their shipment in 
the general course of trade can in no way be considered a 
breach of neutrality, and their prohibition is entirely 
unwarranted. 

Moreever, neither the rules of international law nor 
the practice of nations impose any obligations upon neutral 
Powers to prevent the trade, by their citizens, in articles 
of acknowledged contraband; but of course they must take 
their own risk. 

However, if China should feel that her mutual friend- 
ship and impartiality for both belligerents would make it 
her duty to prohibit unquestioned contraband, yet there 
can be no justification in the prohibition of articles like 
those mentioned above, which have their regular place in 
the general trade, and could only, under the greatest em- 
ergency, and in a small way, be used in the manufacture of 
munitions of war. 

China ought, also, to consider that she has commer~- 
Cial responsibilities 30 other nations, and should not make 
uncalled-for and sweeping restrictions which would be un- 
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necessarily detrimental to general trade. 

For these reasons, my Government, although as desir~- 
ous as China can possibly be, to preserve a strict neutral- 
ity, has instructed me to make respectful protest against 
the prohibition above mentioned, and to ask that requisite 
instructiogs be given to the Imperial Chinese Customs at 


Shanghai to permit the shipment of the articles named.

This would seem to be the creation of a permanent 
proxy for the German member; a proceeding for which the 
Regulations make no provision, and for which I apprehend 
there is no precedent in the general practice of such or- 
ganizations. I suggest that our member of the Board be in- 
structed in accordance with whatever view the Department 
may take of the question. 

In this connection your attention is called to Article 
VI of the Regulations which fixes the term of office of 
the members designated by the several Governments at one 
year. Should not,then, the Representative of the United 
States be now reappointed? 

The Viceroy at Nanking recently promised Consul Gener- 
al Goodnow that he would select the appointee to be named 
by the Chinese Government, on or before May 13th, which 
is to-morrow; but my experience with several positive 
promises of the same kind, made me by the Foreign Office 
heregdoes not inspire much faith in the fulfillment of 
this.

Dear Ar. Secretary: 

I would suggest that when replying to Mr. Conger, t 
would be advisable for the Department not to confine itself 
to approving simply his protest, but rather that useful 
suggestions be transmitted to him, looking towards bring- 
ing the regulations for mining in China in accordance with 
the provisions of the British Treaty of 1902 (Art. IX) 
and the United States Treaty of 1903 (Art. VII). Although 
neither of these two articles expressly states that the 
revision of existing mining regulations in China was to 
be done after discussion and agreement with the other con- 
tot ing Power, such consultation and agreement were cer- 
tainly contemplated. 

I would therefore suggest that Mr. Conger's despatch 
under acknowledgment, together with copies of the previously 
issued mining regulations of China, should be sent to the 
Director of the Geological Survey, and that he should be 
asked if he would kindly have the revised regulations ex- 
amined and make such suggestions as would tend to bring 
them in line with the provisions of the British and United 
States treaties. I would also send him in that connection

On receipt of Mr. Walcott's reply, I would transmt 


it to Mr. Conger, and instruct him to submit it to the 
Chinese Government, and request further that the new revi- 
sion be only submitted to the Emperor of China for his ap- 
proval after further consultation with him and his British 
colleague.

Concessions, they must wait until it is ascertained that there are no 
objéctions i in the way, and until permission has been granted, and then 
only are they at liberty to invite foreign shareholders and enter into 
Agreements. After this, again, their Agreements must be submitted 
for investigation and approval before operations can be commenced. 
If partnerships are first formed, and applications submitted afterwards, 
such applications shall all be refused. 

Fourthly, the present Regulations provide that all enterprises must 
be commenced within six months from the date of sanction, under 
penalty of cancellation, but it is also provided that special cases are 
excepted from this rule. The result is that pretexts for delay are 
advanced so as to make a show of marking out claims without com- 
mencing genuine operations, and it is now necessary to define a strict 
limit of time. 

From the date of sanction the total limit shall be ten months, and no 
‘matter whether there are any special reasons or not, if this period is 
exceeded without operations being begun, the sanction given shall be 
cancelled. The local authorities may then intrust the undertaking to 
other persons, and the original applicants cannot dispute their rights. 

In other respects the former Regulations shall still hold good, and 
mines which have been already opened shall remain, subject to the old 
system, so as to avoid complications. 

If these proposals are honoured by the Imperial sanction, memorial- 
ists will issue general instructions accordingly.

(1) All persons intending to Ingage i in 12 whether with native + 2 
shareholders or by borrowing foreign capital, must first of all clearly 
petition the Foreign Office and present the petition in person, or 
request the viceroy or governor of their respective provinces to for- 
ward their application to this board, and await an official reply. 
Whenever permission to mine is given, a certificate will be granted, 
without which no mining operations can be undertaken. 

(2) When such applications are approved by the Foreign Office, 
that office will refer the application to the bureau of mines and rail- 
ways for approval. On receiving from the head office a reply in the 
affirmative, the Foreign Office will advise the bureau of mines and 
railways to issue a permit, after receipt of which mining operations 
may be commenced, Fees for such permits will be charged at the 
rate of 1 per cent on the capital, which must be paid to that bureau 
for office expenses. 

(3) The applicant who originally applies for a permit for mining 
must himself carry on the matter; he can not sell it to someone else. 
[It is not transferable.| In case he desires to sell out before or after 
he has begun operation, the original applicant must, with the trans- 
feree, apply again to the Foreign Office, according to articles 1 and 2, 
and put the matter on record. When this has been complied with, 
then the transfer ean be made. 

(4) If the owner of the land can not come to terms with the mining 
parties, the original petitioner should first parley with him, agree on 
a price, and have it recorded. It should not be a private (or secret) 
transaction. If, for Government reasons, the land should be mined 
and the owner of the land is obstreperous, he should be made to yield 
to the wishes of the Government. In such a case, the officials shall 
pay the owner a reasonable price, so that mining can be begun at will. 

(5) Applicants for. concessions may be Chinese or foreigners, or 
Chinese and foreigners in partnership; it makes no difference. But 
the land being Chinese soil, and permission to mine being granted by 
the Chinese Government, it behooves all who undertake mining opera- 
tions to respect and abide by the rules and regulations of this Gov- 
ernment. If trouble of any kind arises, the Chinese Government can 
use its sovereignty to make a settlement.

In case of accident to the 
workmen in the mines, their familes should be compensated. 

(16) Chinese who have studied mining abroad, or who are merchants 
abroad and wish to invest in mines in China, may report to the Foreign 
Office. Students who are successful in prospecting will be recom- 
mended for imperial honors. 

(17) Those investing money in mining will be protected, but the 
Government will not be responsible for losses, nor for money borrowed 
from foreigners. Let the merchant borrow from some other merchant 
to repay the foreigners. It is no concern of the Government. 

(18) Accounts must be made up each year, and of the net gain 25 
per cent shall be paid as royalty to the Chinese Government. 

(19) All companies having already received concessions or begun 
work may follow their regulations, except in article 6 of the present 
rules.

(7) (The following refer to proepectimg). When an applice 
ton has been made for a permit to prospect and the same has 
deen granted, it is understood that permission is not given 
1 work a mine, but merely to examine the surface out- crop 
of the veim in the locality mentioned in the permit, and such 


prospecting must not be carried to too great a depth nor over 


too great extent of ground. 

8. A permit to prospect shall be good for one year, 
at the expiration of which time, if the examination shall 
really not have been completed, a petition must be prepared 
naking a clear statement of the facts, and if, upon investi- 
cation, it shall appear that no false report shall have been 
made, the permit may be extended for not more than one year 
in addition. 

9. Local officials shall still collect the land tax 
according to the usual regulation from all private lands af- 
fected by the permit to prospect, and public lands concerned 
shall pay an anhual rental of Kup ing Taels 1.00 per neu, 
which shall be an established rule. A fee of Ku-p'ing Taels 
50.00 shall be paid for each permit to prospect, on the issue 
of which the rent in full for one year on all public land 
affected must first be paid to the local officials before 
work will be allowed to begin; and, if an extension of time 
shall be granted, immediately after such grant is made, an 
additional year's rent shall be paid. 

10, Every applicant for a permit to prospect must

rait the communication of it by the Board to the Viceroy 

and )Governor of the Province concerned, who shall investigate 
and report whether or not there be in regard to the matters 
above-mentioned any reason for refusing the permit, upon the 
receipt of which report this Board will take action, either 
granting or refusing the permit. 

11. If the mining lands shall really be the private 
property of some other person, whose permission shall not 
have been given, and the prospector, having fraudulently ob- 
tained his permit proceed arbitrarily to make examination, 
immediately upon complaint being made by the owner, an estim-~

ate of the damage mwiikixbe made and compensation required ac- 


cordingly. 

12. Any person who shall have obtained a permit to 
prospect must within four months after the expiration of his 
permit completely fill in all excavations that may have been 
made, and, if houses or trees shall have been injured during 
the time of his prospecting, he must also put them in as 
g00d condition as before. If at the expiration of the four 
nonths he shall have obtained a permit to work the mine, the 
foregoing shall not apply. 3 

13. (The following refer to working mines). No mat- 
ter whether a mine is to be worked by Chinese or by Chinese 
and foreigners jointly, if a permit to work the mine be re- 
quested, the permit to prospect must first be returned for 
cancellation and a report submitted stating clearly the en- 
act amount of capital stock raised, wnat kind of ore it is 
desired to work, as well as in what reliable banking or ex- 
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change establishment the funds he ve been deposited, and the 
said banking or exchange establishment must give a guarantee 
to this effect, which shall be presented for inspection. 

14. Should the original applicant for a permit to 
work a mine, either before or after beginning operations, de- 
sire to transfer the permit to some other petson, he must 

first petition this Board and wait its sanction or refusal. 
Should the transfer be clandestinely made, immediately upon 
its coming to the knowledge of this Board, the original hold- 
er of the permit will be severely punished, the permit can- 
celled, and the property confiscated. 

15. <Any person who shall have obtained a permit to 
operate a mine must be permitted to take out ore at the 
place mentioned in the permit and in addition to transport to 
the mime all machinery and materials needed in its operation, 
and having paid the customs duty on the same according to 
regulation, shall not be required to pay any additional duty 
at any inland barrier. But, if any goods not needed in the 


working of tn dune should be secretly brought in with such 


machinery and materials, a fine will be imposed according to 
the regulations. 7 

16. In raising capital for the operation of a mine, 
generally speaking, the shares owned by Chinese ought to be 
in the majority so that the control may remain with them. If 
the Chinese-ewned shares prove to We insufficient so that 
it becomes necessary to supplement them with foreign-owned 
stock, the latter must not amount to more than the number of 
Chinese-owned shares. And when the petition is presented, it 
mst state clearly the exact number of foreign-owned shares; 
there must be no vagueness. Moreover it will not be per- 
mitted to borrow foreign money in addition to the foreign- 
owned supplementary shares. Should permission to ope rate 
be pies od misreprosentation, on discovery of the facts, 
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ought first to be a rough estimate made of the amount of werk to 


de done, and the amount in round numbers of the capital that 
will be required. If after examination the mine appears to be 
prombing , subscriptions of stock must be invited until the full 
amount of the capital estimated as necessary shall have been 
raised, when only will a permit to work the mine be given. If 
after the work shall have commenced, it smll appear tmt on 
account of its difficult character the expenses are much great- 
er than was estimated when the capital was be ing raised, and 
that the latter is insu@ficiernt and that it is difficult to 
raise additional shares, and it be proposed to raise a tempor~ 
ary loan of foreign capital to meet the emergency, if the cap- 
ital already employed be composed entirely of Chinese~owned 
shares, then permission should be given to mortgage the machin- 
ery and buildings for a term of years as security for a loan, 
but it will not be allowable to borrow money by mortgaging the 
mine, and the amount of the loan must not exceed three-tenths 
of the amount originally estimated as the capital needed. A 
petition mst first be presented to this Board, clearly stating 
the number of years which the loan is to run, from mermants of 
what nationality it is tod borrowed, and containing the words, 
“Borrowed by merchants to be repaid by merchants; the Govern- 
ment assumes no responsibility." Thereafter this Board will 
take the matter into consideration and give permission to nego- 
tiate the loan. When the contract is prepared one copy must 

de deposited with this Board for reference. It must not be 
Clandestinely modified.

as soon as such evil practice be discovered by the Viceroy 
or Governor of the province concerned, or by this Board, 
action will uniformly be taken in accordance with Article 
14, due consideration being given to the lighthess’ or grav- 
ity of the offence. 

19. If the applicants for a mining concession are 
assisted by foreign-owned shares, no matter whether the 
permit sought be for prospecting or for working a mine, thy 
must not omly petition this Board and wait for its action, 
but must also petition the Board of Foreign Affairs, which 
will consider the application and approve or disapprove of 
it. As to the foreign merchants, since they are willing 
to take shares they must cheerfully recognize these Regula- 
tions and uniformly comply therewith; there must be no 
transgression of them. 

20. If a Chinese corporation after having brouwsht the 
mining enterprise mentioned in its permit into successful 
operation, shall desire to work in addition some neighbor- 
ing mine, and its capital being insufficient, shall propose 
to enlagge it by securing supplementary shares of foreign 
capital, it must petition this Board, making a careful 


statement in detail, so that we may be able to decide 


whether to grant or refuse the petition, and after sanc- 
tion is given a separate permit must be issued; the Chin- 
ese Company already existing must not become involved in 
this new enterprise. 

21. Should it be necessary to maintain guards at a 
mine to protect the works, a petition to that effect must 
first be presented to the local authorities who will con- 
Sider the matter and decide whether or not it may be al- 
lowed. Only Chinese must be used for guards. It is still 
more necessary that all employees, except those in charge 
of the mac ine and those who keep the accounts should

will it be allowed to employ men from the adjoining districts, 

but still there must be no foreigners employed. The rations of 
the guards needed together with all the expenses of drilling 
them must be supplied by the proprietors of the mine, and if 
they should want to establish a mimes school of mining in order 
to develop skill, the said proprieta’s will be permitted to con- 
sider the matter and take such action as they desire. 

22. If it should be desired to construct a small branch 
railway for the ecomomical transportation of the ore, examina- 
-ion must first be made to learn whether ornot the nearest main 
line of railway of the nearest port is within a distanceof ten 
11, and whether or not there may be any local objections, which 
facts may be submitted in a petition to this Board, which will 
consider the matter and decide whether or not the line may be 
built? If the distance should be more than ten li, the case 
must be presented and treated as a special one. 

25. If the territory covered by the permit to mine contain 
ten square 1i or less, a fee of Ku-p ing Taels 100 shall be 
paid for the permit, and for every additional square 11 an addi- 
tional Tis. 10.00 must be paid, 30 square li being the largest 
concession that may be granted, and after the fixed rent per 
Mou shall have been paid to the local authorities, no matter 
whether the operators be Chinese only or Chinese and foreigners 
together, equal protection must be given to all, but the offi- 
Clals must not interfere with the rights of the operators to 
manage their own business. In case the operators should meet 
with losses, action shall be taken in strict compliance with the 
Imperial Statutes; the law does not require the Government to 
indemnify. 


24. After applicants shall have received the permission 


of this Board to work a mine, they must commence operations 
within six months from the date on which the permit shall have 
deen granted, no matter whether the operators be Chinese or 
foreigners, and they must also report to this Board the date of 
beginning work. If the six months’ period shall pass without 
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report, the permit shall be cancelled and others be invit~ 
ed to operate the mine. Should the delay be caused by some 
unforeseen @ifficulty, it will also be necessary for a 
clear report to this effect to be made to this Board, which 
shall investigate the matter, and only if there shall have 
been no misrepresentation, may the matter of extending the 
time be taken into consideration. 

25.Holders of permits must mark the boundaries of their 
concessions with stones that their limits may be clearly 
shown. They must also adopt proper measures to guard 
against dangers, lest the engineers or workmen should meet 
with accidents. If in spite of the precautions taken, any 


accident should occur, a report must be made as soon as 


possible to the local official,msho will make an investiga- 
tiom. If any of the workmen shall have been killed a 
satisfactory indemnity must be paid. The amount of the in- 
demmity shall be determined by the circumstances, a gener- 
ous allowance being made. 

26.At present China has very few mining experts, and 
holders of permits must therefore be allowed to employ 
foreign engineers. The local officials must give them 
thorough protection; should any disregard this injunction, 
they shall be liable to impeachment and punishment. The 
mining engineers must also themselves observe the rules of 
propriety. Should any of them show that they are ignorant 
of restraint, the baame must beborne by themselves, and the 
local official will inform the manager, who will discharge 
them and engage others. They must not be shielded, 

27 . The superior officials of those provinces in which 
mining enterprises are being conducted must direct their 
subordinates to issue proclamations and suppress all dis- 
turbances. Should the natives become contentious on a- 
count of any matter or the workmen stir up a row, the near-

31. Although a holder of a permit is allowed to open a

included in the concession, and moreover at the time that ap- 
plication for a permit to work the mine is made the facts must 
be reported to this Board that they may be entered on the per- 
mit to prevent any quarreling. If by misrepresentation a per- 
mit should be obtained for the time, on accusation being made 
and the facts discovered a penalty will be determined. 

32. Of the forests grown on mining lands some are needed 
by the State, and no one will be allowed to cut tress at will. 
If at the time that the permit is taken it should be clearly 
stated that it is desired to cut wood for use in the work, 
then the operators must wait until this Board shall have care 
fully examined the conditions of the region and decided whether 
or not such cutting can be allowed, and if permission should 
de given, the extent of the forest that may be so cut must be 
plainly stated in the permit, and outside of such limits no 
one must dare to disturb the timber. All wood cut must be paid 
for at market price. 

33. The rent for mining land having been paid the first 
year, if no ore shall have been taken out, it must be paid 
again the second year according to the rate fixed. If ore 
shall have been taken, then the mine tax shall be paid accord- 
ing to regulation, and no collection of rent in addition shall 
be made. This is 860 manifest the Government's consideration 
for trade, But notwithstanding this if rent due shall not have 
deen paid within three months after due date, the mine and all 
Property connected with #% shall be sealed up until the amount 
due shall have been paid in full. If within six months after 
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the sealing the debt shall not have been cleared off, the per- 
nit shall be cancelled and the mine taken back. 

34. The rate of the tax on the output of various ores will 
be determined according to the classification of the ores as 
more or less valuable. It is given in a general way below, 
Ores not specifically mentioned will be taxed at the rate of 
that which is nearest in kind to it among those given. In the 
case of mines for whose working contracts have already been 
entered into, in which no rate of duty is specified, the tax 
will be levied according to that ising given.

55. Ores shipped abroad shall pay export duty according 
to the Customs tariff, and this having been paid no additional 
duties shall be collected at any inland barrier. All duties 
collected from this source must be kept by the Customs in a 
separate fund until orders are issued for appropriation. 

56. All mining companies must keep a tabulated account of 
the ores obtained, which shall present the exact amounts of the 
various ores obtained and the various amounts of each shipped 
from various ports, and the various grades of ore, whether ex- 
cellent or inferior, and shall send report of these items to 
this Board every quarter, that it may be placed on file. This 
Board will either send a deputy to the mines to make examin- 
ation or will compare the figures sent with those of the 
Customs, and 4f the two sets of figures mtkt do not takky, will 
consider the matter and impose a penalty. 

57. When a permit to prospect is issued, the receiver of 
the permit must present the bond of some reputable and wealthy 
firm as security in the amount of Tls. 5,000, and the receiver 
of a permit to work a mine a bond in the amount of Tls. 10,000, 


the bondsmen guaranteeing that the holder of the permit will 
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pserve the conditions recorded in the permit and the Regula-~ 
tons of this Board, In default thereof the sums mentioned 
111 be forfeited as a penalty. 

38. If Chinese applicants for a mining concession should 
de able of themselves to raise capital to the amount of more 
han 500,000 Tls, and it should appear upon examination that 
hey have been successful in their operation of the mine, this 
zoard will make a special request for an Edict conferring ex- 
raordinary reWards as an encouragement.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of Your Im- 
perial Highness' despatch of the 4th instant transmitting 
a copy of the Revised Mining Regulations, submitted in 
memorial by the Board of Commerce on the 17th of March last, 
and sanctioned by the Throne the same day. 

I have carefully perused 8 Regulations and shall 
at once transmit a copy of them ment, which, 

I am sure, will be greatly disappointed, as I am, in their 
provisions.

In the third month of the thirtieth year of Kuanghsu, 
(May, 1904), the Superintendent of Northern Trade, to-

N Dear Mr. Secretary: 

I think that it would be advisable to wait at least 

a year before thinking of opening a consulate in the in- 
terior of Shantung Province, The opening of Chinan Fu 
will increase the trade through Tsing tao, the German sea- 
port terminus of the railway to Chinan Fu, and will pos- 
sibly divert to Teing tao a considerable amount of the 
trade now carried on through Chef oo. It might therefore 
become necessary at some future time to have a consular 
representative of some kind at Tsing tao instead of Chinan 
Fu, as now suggested by Mr. Conger. Time will show. 

As stated by Mr. Conger our present interests in 
Chinan Fu and at Wei hsien are missionary ones, and 1 think 
that they can be perfectly well looked after by the Consul 
General at chef oo. He has done so in the past without 
great difficulty, even under trying circumstances, as in 
1900 = he can certainly continue to do so.

Although the country has been favored with favorable 
rains during the present spring, still the price of dain 
nas not fallen any as yet, and in fact the price of commod- 
ities in general has risen. This is doubtless accounted 
for by the fact that a state of war exists in the eastern 
provinces and there are too many wild rumors prevalent, 
which cause the commercial classes, in any business 
transaction, to stand by and look on without doing any~ 
thing. Commodities therefore cannot circulate freely 
and this has a very bad effect upon trade and the general 


interests of the people. 


China is on terms of mutual friendship with the var- 
ious nations, and at the outset of the war between Japan 
and Russia she declared neutrality. She strictly main- 
tains this neutrality at the present time and has not 
changed her position from first to last. Now, therefore, 
let there be no anxiety either in thiaprovince or else~- 
wnere, and let the Tartar Generals and the Viceroys again 
issue proclamations to all the people saying that they must 
conduct business now just the same as in times of peace. 
they should not take any stock in the idle rumors floating 
about and which cause them to become suspicious and fear 
to enter into business transactions, Then(if these words 
be borne in mind)will the commercial classes be benefited 
and the interests et the people in general be promoted.

A certain high official*has sent the following instruc 
tions to his subordinates: 

"A letter from the Grand Couneil says: de have recent 
ly heard that book shops and newspaper offices in southern 
and central China are selling rebellious becks, “ such as 
"Reform in China," "China Changing, "The New Kuant ung, 
"The New Hunan,” “The Tide in Chekiang, “Conspiracy to 
Devour China," "The Independence of China," "The Soul of 
China, "The Spirit of the Emperor," "The Essence of Bar- 
varism,” "Strange Incidents of Twenty-four Periods, "§ 

"A Scheme of Imperial Government," 4A Prophecy of the Cal- 
anity of Partition," 4 Collection of papers on Reform," 
"The Enthusiasm of Tan Liu-yang!! & Another Hero, "A New 
Story," “Phe Sum of it All," "Modern Manchus 4 Reforn, 

and "China in Decay," all of which works are deserving 

of severest reprobation, being calculated to disturb men's 
minds, destroy their loyalty and stir them up to insane a- 
tion. If they should be allowed unchecked circulation they 
will not only pervert the morals of the people, but per- 
haps disturb the peace of the world as well. For this 
reason the law of China can not deal leniently with them 
nor are they such as the laws of other nations would tol- 
crate. We earnestly beg therefore, that secret orders may 
de issued to all in your jurisdiction to make careful in 
vestigation and strictly prohibit the circulation of these 
books, that there may be no way open for their sale in the 
interior and that scholars may not be able to buy or read 
read them, There can be no difficulty in daily carrying on 
& war of extermination against such insane literature, and 
ve believe that Your Excellency is deeply interested in the 


instruction of the people and will be able to take effect 
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ive measures in dealing with the matter.' 
I find that recently the deciples of insanity and 


-ebellion have pul) shed books and papers which have sown 


dist rust far and wide. Their rebellious and wicked words 
are truly enough to grieve the hearts of the law-abiding, 
and if severe measures are not taken to search out and pro- 
hibit the circulation of these works, there is no telling 
how far the poison may extend. It becomes my duty there~ 
fore to direct you to strictly forbid all book shops to 
sell any of the books or papers mentioned in the above 
list. Officials and gentry must not be allowed to buy or 
read them. Those who already have them must at once de~ 
stroy them. Should any one after the issue of this pro- 
hibition dare to deal in these works, on discovery of the 
same his houses and lands will be confiscated.

The Commanding Officer of the First Army Corps of the 
Empire of Japan at present warring against Russia issues 
this Proclamation for the information of the Public. 

Whereas Russia for years past has occupied Manchurian 
territory, has collected tropps and raised fortifications, 
has oppressed the people and harassed the magistrates, and 
this with unbounded tyranny, perpetrating crimes like very 
highwaymen, under the excuse that they were protecting 
their railway, but really with the intention of ultimately 
annexing the three Provinces of Manchuria. It was some~ 
thing intolerable that the sacred tombs of the Chinese In- 
perial house should be thrown into the hands of aliens, 
how could the high officials of state stand it? And if the 
three eastern Provinces were annexed by Russia who could 
know whether Corea would be in peace or trouble. Japan 
and Corea have therefore set their teeth, and mutually 
depending on each other will mutually act. Therefore our 
Emperor, majestic in his wrath has issued an Imperial de- 
cree ordering the three armies to exert their utmost 
strength and attack by sea and land. (Inspired by a sense 
of) auty and patriot im what enemy can we not subdue or 
what barrier can We not overcome? We destroyed noble 
battleships at the first battle of Yen-Ch'uan and in anothe 
battle in the eastern sea off Port Arthur the naval streng- 
th of the enemy was vanquished.

Therefore we trust that all the people will have 
respect to the sacred edict of our Bmperor, and each peace~ 
fully follow his avocation, reserving cattle, horses, fire- 
wood, grain, and beef which will be all sooner or later 
required (by our army).

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your communication 
under date the 19" instant enclosing an instruction from 
the Department of State relative to a matter between A. W. 
Layman of Des Moines, Iowa, and myself. 

In reply I would respectfully state that during the 
summer of 1902 while my appointment as Student Interpreter 
was still pending and before it was known whether I should 
come to China or not, said A. W. Layman very kindly went 
security on a note with me at the Citizens' National Bank 
of Des Moines. The money was not therefore used for trans- 
portation to China, or any part of it, as is stated by Mr. 
Layman, 

He states that I have refused to pay said note, and 
moreover that he has written five letters to me, all of 
which I have failed to reply to. To which I would beg to 
state that I have never refused to pay said note, but on 
the contrary have repeatedly stated in letters to him that 
I would pay the note in full at the very earliest possible 
moment. I would not presume to say how many letters Mr. 
Layman has written to ne, but of the five he claims to have 
written, I wish to state most emphatically that I have to 
date received but three. Moreover I would further state 
that since coming to Peking I have written no less than 
four letters to Mr. Layman on this particular subject; the 
last one of which bearing date of April 23" a copy of 
which I herewith enclose and which will explain itself. 

I wish further to state that I have some accounts at 
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nome which are as yet not settled in full but which I am 
trying as hard as a man can try to settle. But friends at 
home have a habit of thinking that because a man is in 

the Government service he is therefore a moneyed man and 
amply able to meet all demands made on him for money. In 
my case as in many others it works a great injustice. 

Under date of April 25" I remitted twenty-five dollars 
by Government draft, to Mr. Layman to apply on said account 
with the promise to make another payment if possible, the 
first of August. More than this I cannot possibly promise 
with any hope of fulfilling the promise. 

Trusting I have herein made what explanation was e- 
sired, and made it sufficiently plain,

I have the honor to submit herewith a report of re- 
cent correspondence with His Imperial Highness Prince of 
Ch'ing, with regard to the adoption, by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, of Regulations for the protection of American 
citizens in the exclusive use, within the Empire of China, 
of Trade Marks, Patents, and Copyrights, as provided for 
in the new commercial treaties between China and other 
Powers. 

on November 2lst, 1903, before the ratification of 
the new commercial treaty between China and the United 
States, I wrote to His Imperial Highness, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that Article VII of the recently ratified 
commercial treaty between China and Great Britain provided 
for the protection of foreigners in the use of Trade 
Marks in China, and inquired what steps had been taken to 
carry out these provisions, what procedure was necessary 
on the part of Americans to secure the registration of 
their Trade Marks, and what fee would be required for such 
registration. 

On the 25th of November I received a reply from His 
Imperial Highness, saying that in the Seventh Moon (August- 
September) he had sent instructions to the Superintendents 
of Trade for the North and the South, to consult together 
and prepare a report on the subject; that His Excellency 
the Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai, Superintendent of Trade for 
the North, had made a reply, but that none had as yet been 
received from His Excellency Wei Kuang-tac, Viceroy at 
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Nanking, and Superintendent of Trade for the South; that he 
had written again to the latter urging his inmediate atten- 
tion to the subject, and that upon receipt of his report 
Regulations would be adopted which would be communicated 

to m@. He did not, however, inform me of the tenor of 

the reply received fran the Superintendent of Trade for the 
Yorth. 


On the 12th of March, 1904, no further communication 
having — received in the meantime from His Imperial 


Highness, many inquiries having been made at this Legation 
by American citizens with regard to the matter, I wrote 
to the Prince again, reminding him that the ratifications 
of the new commercial treaty between China and the United 
States had been exchanged, and that the treaty was already 
in force, and that Articles Ix, XI, and XI of said treaty, 
the full text of which I quoted to him, provided for the 
protection of citizens, firms, and ccrporations of the 
United States in the exclusive use in China of lawful 
Trade Marke, as well as for the establishment of a Patent 
Office, and the adoption, by China, of special laws for 
the protection, for a term of years, of American Patents 
and Copyrights. I inquired of His Imperial Highness 
what course of procedure it would be necessary for Amer- 
ican citizens to take in order to secure the promised 
prot ction. 

‘On the 26th of March the Prince replied that upon 
receipt of my despatch he had at once written to the 
Board of Commerce, inquiring what action had been taken 
upon the subject, and that the Board of Commerce had re- 
plied that the matter was under consideration and that 
Regulations were being compiled, and that as soon as they 
should be completed a memorial would be submitted to the 
Throne asking for their approval, upon which they would 
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de published and sent to the Board of Foreign Affairs to 
do conmunicated to the Representatives of the Foreign 
Powers. 

Nearly two months elapsed, and no further communica- 
tion upon this subject was received from the Prince of 
Ch'ing, and on May 20th, therefore, I wrote to him again, 
calling attention to the long delay, and requested him to 
communicate again with the Board of Commerce and urge 
immediate action upon the subject. 

On the 28th of May I received a reply from the Prince, 
saying: 

"J have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of Your 
Excellency's letter regarding the establishment of a 
special office to have charge of the matter of protecting 
new inventions, new books, etc., and of registering 
patents. Your Excellency asked how the matter was being 
dealt with, and hoped that we would communicate with the 
Board of Commerce urging their immediate attention to the 
matter. 

I have the honor to state that such a letter urging 
the Board of Commerce to act was written, and a reply re- 
ceived as follows: 

In regard to protecting patent rights, copyrights 
and registered trade-marks, this Board desires to state 
that it is even now busily engaged in mapping out a plan 
to be put into operation. Sir Robert Hart, the Inspector 
General of Customs, has drawn up twelve rules for the 
registration of trade-marks, and this Board has proposed 
eight more. As we are now only making a beginning in this 
matter, the entire set of rules which we propose should 
be most carefully gone over and examined; they mst be 
chosen to cover a wide field, and must prove thoroughly 
satisfactory; both Chinese and foreign merchants must 
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obey the same rules. ‘This Board has gone over the original 
proposed regulations and examined them with especial care. 
Moreover we have made selection from the rules for regis- 
tration used by various other countries, weighed their 
advantages and disadvantages, and decided to propose for a 
trial a set of twenty-eight regulations, and a supplement- 
ary list of twenty-three minor rules. Books of reference 
arranged according to subject, and the form forthe Certif- 
icate of Protection have also been decided upon. It de- 
comes our duty therefore to make this report to the Board 
of Foreign Affairs, that they may deliberate upon it and 
send us an answer upon which we may rely in the matter. 

But as to the patent rights and copyrighte we shall have 

to wait until we see the result of the registration of the 
trade-marks, before dealing with either of them. It. 

is hoped, however, that this information will be transmitted 
in advance to the United States Minister. 


Having received this report it becomes my duty to 
forward it to Your Exceliency, and at the same time I 
avail myself of the opportunity to wish Your Excellency

HARBOUR REGULATIONS 


FOR THE PORT OF 
CANTON. 


J. The Canton Anchorage is within the following boundaries: 
On the South :—A line drawn due East and West through the centre of Macao Fort. 


On the West :—A line drawn S. 66 W. from the Five Storeyed Pagoda across the 
river on both sides of Belcher Island. 


On the East; A line drawn due South from Execution Point to Navy Yard, Honam. 
» Whampoa Anchorage is included between a straight line drawn from the N. W. point of No. 
Flat Island to a mound on the Eastern end of Louisa Island, for the Eastern or Lower Limit; 
ja line drawn from Gully Point on the South side of American Reach to a Creek on the North 


e, and from Sulphur Point E. N. E. to the North Bank of the Main River, for the Western or 
per Limit, 


2. Vessels entering the Anchorage will be boarded by the Berthing Officer, who will direct 
m to proper berths. 


3. River and Coast Steamers having determined berths, are allowed, on arrival, to proceed 
such berth without steppage. 


4. Regular river and coast steamers having explosive, dangerous or inflammable cargo on 
urd are to be governed by Clauses 13, 14 and 21 of these Regulations. 


5. Vessels are to moor in accordance with the orders received from the Harbour Master, 
1 not to shift their berths or remove from the anchorage without a special permit except when 
ward bound and after having obtained their clearance. papers. 


6. Applications for berths or for permission to shift must be made at the Harbour Master's 
ceat the Custom House by the Shipmaster, the First Officer, or Pilot in charge, when necessary 
tructions concerning the berth will be given. 


7. Vessels are required to exhibit lights as laid down in the Regulations for Preventing 
jllisions at Sea. 


5. No vessels except men-of-war may use swinging booms. The swinging booms of men-of- 
r shall be rigged in from sunset until sunrise. 


9. Vessels are required to keep their chains clear, especially towards the full and change of 


moon. 


10. Vessels are required not to have lines out to buoys, wharves, or other vessels any longer 
in necessary when shifting their berths. 

ll. Lighters and other boats are not to be made fast to vessels in such a manner or in such 
mbers as to interfere with the safe passage of other boats or vessels through the Harbour. 


12. Merchant vessels shall not fire cannon or small arms within the limits of the Port with- 
Written permit from the Harbour Master. 


13. Vessels arriving at this Port and having on board, as cargo, in whatever quantity, ex- 
sive goods, such as nitro-glycerine, dynamite, blasting powder, etc., shall abide by the instruc- 
us received from the Customs concerning the discharge of the same. Such vessels shall fly a 
‘flag at the fore and shall anchor below Macao Fort at Canton, and at Whampoo at a distance 
hot less than a mile outside the lower limit.

17. Every craft, of whatever description, conveying explosive, dangerous or inflamma 
goods through any part of the waters of the Port shall exhibit a red flag, not less than 6 feet | 
by 4 feet wide, at the foremast head or where it can best be seen; and, in the case of all h. 
or lighters thus employed, and which are not fitted with masts, the flag must be exhibited a 
height of not less than 12 feet above the highest part of the deck or house. 


18. No lighter or other boat having explosive or dangerous goods on board shall be allow 
to make fast anywhere in the Harbour nor to delay on the way to its destination. 


19. No fires, for cooking or any other purpose, and no smoking shall be allowed on boar! x 
lighter or other boat when going alongside a vessel that has explosives on board, nor while the 
are any explosives on board such lighter or boat. 


20. Explosives of any sort shall not be stored anywhere on or near the Shores of the fi 
bour, except with the permission of the Customs Authorities. ;

23. No ballast, ashes, rubbish, ete, may be thrown overboard. 

24, All vessels in Port must keep on board a sufficient number of hands to clear and pay a 
chain, etc., when required. 

25. Vessels on arriving in Port must, as soon as possible, rig in their jibbooms, and must u 
subsequently rig them out, while within the Harbour Limits, without permission from the Har 
Master. 

26. No buoys or fixed moorings may be laid down without the sanction of the Harbour Mast 
and his approval of the moorings by which they are to be held in position, Unoccupied buoys m 
be lighted from sunset to sunrise.

On the 16th inst. this Board received from the Acting 
viceroy of the two Kwang, a communication from the (Acting) 
Commissioner of Customs of Canton, Mr. de Luca, saying 
that a set of harbor regulations for Canton had long been 
under consideration without being settled. Many times 
have former Commissioners of Customs discussed the matter 
of regulations with the various Consuls, but none have 
ever been put into operation. Then the former Commission- 
er of Customs, Mr. Morse, got out a rough draft for a sys- 
tem in conjunction with the Consuls of the various nations. 
In the eighth Moon of last year, (Sept. Oct. 1903) Mr. 
Morse sent an outline (written in English)of the proposed 
regulations to the Viceroy for his inspection. The Sen- 


ior Consul at Canton also sent a copy of the same to the 


Ministers at Peking for their approval. The Acting Cen- 
missioner of Customs has now received from the Senion Con- 
sul a communication saying that in the thirty articles 

of the said regulations there were several places that 
needed a little correction and that with the said correc=- 
tions made, the foreign Ministers approved. Nov, therefore, 
the Acting Commissioner of Customs has sent the Viceroy a 
copy of the thirty-two articles as decided upon, and he 
asks that they be approved and put into operation.

but no reply has, made by any of them except to endorse on 


the circular an acknowledgement, by some, that it had 

been seen, and by others that they would refer it to their 
Govermments for instruction. None of them seemed willing 
do commit themselves, and some of them think the question 
of silver or gold payment should first be definitely deter- 
mined, 

The French Minister, by direction of his Government, 
has proposed that the Consular Corps at Shanghai should 
supervise the proceedings of the Bankers’ Commission, but 
this proposition is meeting with little or no support from 
the Representatives of the Powers here. I enclose copy 
and translation of his note, 

I have Ane delivered to each of my Colleagues three 
of the confidential prints of the Armstrong-MocCoy Report 
as directed in your Instruction No. 790 of April 20th. 

They appear grateful, and most of them have referred the 
report to their doverrments. 

I fear that nothing can be accomplished with the Bank- 
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ers' Commission except by instructions to each member there 
of sent directly by his own Government.

On the 28th of December last His Excellency Sir Ernest 
Satow submitted to his Colleagues, a proposition that 
the rates of exchange employed by the Bankers' Commission 
at Shanghai, when settling for the conversion into gold of 
the semi-annual payments of the indemnity arising out of 
the "Boxer" troubles, should be fixed by popular tender, 
evidently for the purpose of avoiding the possibility of 
injustice towards China, and, at the same time, fully pro- 
tecting the interests of the Governments sharing in the 
indemnity. 

Upon the same subject our Honorable Colleague from the 
Netherlands circulated a letter from Mr. van Walree, of 
The Hetherlands Trading Company's Bank. He agrees with 
the contention of the British Minister that the rates of 
exchange fixed by the Bankers' Commission for the semi- 
annual payments referred to are too high, and after show~ 
ing the reasons which have influenced the various inter- 


ested banks in Shanghai in fixing these rates, and the in- 


jurious effect such action has on trade, suggests another 


A thorough investigation of the operations of the 


Commission of Bankers has recently been made by a commis- 
Sion of Treasury Experts under instructions from the De- 
partment of State of the United States; the reports of 
which supports the conclusions of Sir Ernest Satow and of 
Mr. van Walree, that the present method of conversion into 
gold of the semi-annual payments followed by the Commission 
tends to work great injustice to China, and to the Powers 
who must Etna pay the arbitrary charges, in case China 
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The assumption by the Bankers' Commission that China 
should be charged with the cost @ transferring from Shang- 
nai to the respective countries the money received by the 
Powers on account of the indemnity, is wholly unauthor- 
ized, and is in contravention of the express provision of 
Article VI (bd) of the Final Protocol, which states: "The 
service of the debt shall take place at Shanghai;" and 
not, as the Commission assumes, in the capitals of the 
various Powers. 

I therefore respectfully call the attention of my 
Honorable Colleagues to the fact that paragraphs (b), (c), 
and (d) of Article VI of the Final Protocol clearly de- 
fine the duties and powers of the Commission of Bankers. 
From these it will be seen that, acting always in a clear~ 
ly clerical capacity, the Commission is: 

} to receive the money that the Powers have agreed 
with China shall be paid; 

2. to give a receipt for it, and 

3. to divide it among the interested parties. 

Notwithstanding the clearness of the above terms, the 
Commission has assumed other powers which hase certainly not 
been conceded to k by the United States Government, nor, 
it is believed, by the other Governments interested, and 
which tend to injure the interests of China and impair 
the rights of the Representatives of the interested Govern- 
ments on the Commission. 

The interpretation put on the provision of the Final 
Protoeol, fixing the "service of the debt" at Shanghai, 
belongs to the first class. 


The right claimed by the Commission to give unequal 


Value to the votes of the various delegates on the Com- 

mission; ite refusal to transmit to the Chinese Authori- 
ties for Signature as provided in paragraph (o), the frac- 
tional bonds which the Government of the United States had 
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instructed its delegate to nore Signed; its claim to fix 
a rate of exchange binding on all the Powers and their 
Agents for converting the funds paid on account of the in- 
demnity, are notable cases of the Commission's assumed 
power to curtail the equal rights of the signatories of 
the Final Protocol. 

It is the opinion of my Government that under the Pro- 
tocol, the Bankers' Commission has no authority to make 
decisions; the United States Government has never agreed 
to giving it such authority, and they camnot possibly be 
binding upon it nor its Agent. 

If my Honorable Colleagues agree with me in the above 
conclusions as to the present management of the business 
of the Bankers Commission, I would respectfully request 
that they will co-operate in an insistence that the Com- 
mission confine itself to discharging its duties in accord- 
ance with the plain provisions of the Final Protocol quoted 
above, and not arrogate to itself powers which can only be 
exercised by the various Governments under whose orders it 
acts. 

Begging Your Excellency to bring this to the sogni- 
zance of our Honorable Colleagues, I improve the opportun- 
ity to reiterate, my dear Dean, the assurance of my high- 
est consideration,

It is stated in the eleventh article of the Peace 
Protocol of 1901 that a Board shall be established to have 
charge of the various matters connected with the mainten-~ 
ance and improvement of the Whangpu river bed, that the coz 
mercial interests of Shanghai may be protected. According 
to the estimate an expenditure of Hai-kuan Tls 460,000 


each year, for twenty years will be necessary; of this 
amount, one half shall be supplied by the Chinese Govern- 
ment and one half by the foreign nations interested. 

This Board finds that this excavation of the bed of 
the Whangpu river will not only open up a free course for 
the river but will be a great benefit to commerce as well. 
For this reason the Chinese Government now desires to do 
this excavating herself and assume the whole expense, 
without the subscriptions of the commercial men of other 
nations. The whole manner in which we propose to handle 
the matter is set forth in the following five regulations: 

1. The Chinese Government shall itself be respons- 
ible for all the expenses. Each year there shall be ap- 
propriated from the Customs receipts Haikusan Tls 460,000 
to cover the expense of dredging the Whangpu, and this 
appropriation shall continue until the work is completed. 
The duties payable according to the thirtieth section of 
the seventeenth annex to the protocol, shall all be re- 


mitted and there shall be no duties levied on this account. 


2. All public work on the Whangpu River will be 


under the direction of the Taot'ai of Shanghai and the 
Customs Taot*ad. All marine, quarantine and other matters 
of that nature will continue to be conducted according to 
the old regulations. 


3. The plan now proposed is that, if all me Min- 


isters residing in Peking are agreeable, the Chinese Gov- 
emment will, after three mort hs, select and appoint ome or 
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two engineers thoroughly acquainted with such work, to take 
charge of the whole affair. But those who wish to under- 


take any part of the ek must first hand in an estimate 


of the cost, and selection wiil then be made from all the 
applicants. 

4. A quarterly account of all receipts and expendi- 
tures should be kept, and a clear account sent to the var- 
ious foreign Consuls in Shanghai for their inspection. 

5. The Chinese Government will itself supply all 
th funds necessary for the excavation, and hereafter it 
will not be permissible at any time to quote as a preced- 
ent the seventeenth annex of the protocol, not will it be 
permissible to levy duties of this kind upon merchants 
of anny nation owning land near the mouth of the river, or 
having goods shipped thereon. 

The foregoing five regulations are most advantageous 
both to China and to the other nations, and it becomes our 
duty to transmit them in a despatch to Your Excellency for 
yur inspection. We trust, too, that they will be sent 
to the Department of State for their deliberation. A reply 
to this despatch is requested.

Recently the German Minister, Baron von Mumm, called 
upon me and said that Governor Truppel, of the leased 
territory of Kiaochiao,would like to ascertain if, for the 
present, while the United States has no Consular Officer 
at Tsingtao, the German Authorities or some American res- 
ident there could not be authorized to issue Consular in- 
voices. 

I replied that I could not see just how the German 
Government Officials could be authorized to sign such in- 
voices, and that I did not think there were American res- 
idents there at present who could properly or conveniently 
perform that service, but that I would report the matter 
to my Government for its consideration. 

The Department of State has already ruled that Con- 
suls in China adjacent to foreign-leased territory, have 
no jurisdiction whatever in such territory. 

While upon this question, and in view of the opening 
of Chinanfu to foreign trade, I suscest the propriety of 
establishing a United States Consulate there. It is true 
that at present there. is little there for a Consul to do, 
yet it is the capital of a great province, in which Ger- 
many is daily growing more dominant, and in my judgment 
the presence of foreign Consuls and the acquirement of 
foreign rights will, in a measure, restrain Germany and 
make for larger foreign trade. 

No Consuls have as yet been appointed, but should we

I have the honor to tranamit herewith a copy of an Im- 
perial Edict of June 21st, 1904, proclaiming amesty for 
political offenders in honor of the celebration, this year, 
of the seventieth birthday of Her Imperial Majesty the N- 
press Dowager. 

The three men who are excepted from the provisions of 
the Niet are the three leaders of the Reform Party of 
China. The first, Kang Yu-wei, was the principal Adviser 
of His Imperial Majesty the Emperor in the reforms proposed 
in 1898, and is a man of sh conspicuous ability that he 
is popularly known as "The Sage of Canton." His principal 
supporter and assistant wagLiang Chi-ch’ao, the second on 
the list, who is admittedly one of the most brilliant 
scholars of China, although still comparatively a young 
man. It was because the reforms which the Emperor proposed 
to institute under their guidance required the abolition of 

many useless offices and the retirement of many of the 
reactionary officials that the conservative party was led 
to induce Her Imperial Majesty the Empress Dowager to 
usurp the reins 2 Government and place the * in 
confinement. 

K'ang Yu-wei and Liang Chi-ch'ao each escaped from 
the country, but a number of their associates were beheaded. 
These two men have since been living abroad, chiefly in 
the Straite Settlenents, Japan, the Hawaiian Islands, and

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
9th instant of a Despatc: from Yow Imperial Highness, en- 
closim a set of Regulations for the Registration of Trade 
Marks, as provided in the new commercial Treaties recently 
negotiated between Chim and the United States, China and 
Great Britain, and between China and Japan, and requesting 
me to examine them and send a reply at once so that the 
Board of Commerce might be able to submit them to the 
Throne for approval in a memorial, which it is proposed to 
present on the 15th instant. 

In reply I have the honor to say that the Regulations 
are sO numerous and complicated that it is impossible for 
me to amine them in the brief time allowed. I very much 
fear, however, that they are too detailed and complicated 
to prove practicable. I have had them translated, however, 
and shall at once forward them to my Government. After 
I shall have given them a more thorough examination I shall 
de better qualified to say whether or not in my opinion 


they meet the requirements of the Treaty. 


I avail myself of the opportunity to renew to Your 
Imperial Highness the assurance of my highest considera-

Chinese investigation 
shows substantially the same. I will demand appropriate 
punishment. Corpo in charge of soldiers who led and dir- 
ected the firing, and of the General to whose undisciplined 
command he belonged and from whom he received his orders, 
leaving question of indemnity open for your instruction 
thereon. Full repa’t by mail.

I have the honor to tranamit the report of Consul 
General Miller, enclosing 0 Inquiry and giving a 
detailed account of the death of Mr. Lewis Etzel who was 
killed on June,-6th by the criminal carelessness of Chinese 
soldiers while in a Chinese junk, ten miles off the coast 
of China, near Erchaike. Mr. Miller's report is so full 
and complete that it is not necessary to restate the case, 

Yesterday I had a brief conference with Prince Ch'ing 
who promised to at once take the case up with his Coll- 
“or and have the guilty parties properly punished. He 

» howe 7 ‘thet until a more thorough investigation he 


could not well say what the punishment should or would be. 

He asked me if we would demand pecuniary indemnity. 

I replied that as Mr. Etzel had left several relatives de- 
pendent upon him for support, it was very likely that in- 
demnity would be demanded, but that I had asked my Govern- 
ment for instructiom upon this point and mist await its 
reply. 

He then inquired if I did not think it would be better 
for the Chinese Government to itself, without request, 
offer some compensation for Mr. Etzel's life. I replied 
certainly, if China voluntarily tenders a reasonable sum 
it would be much better and more satisfactory to all, than 
if it were done after demand, and possibly a lot of cor- 
respondence thereon.

Sir: 

I have to report that Mr, Leise L. Etzel, a citizen of 


the U. 8. A., holding a passport issued by you on February 


15th, 1904, No. 785, was killed by Chinese soldiers on the 
afternoon of Monday, June 6th, 1904. The address of his 
nearest relative is Miss Anna B. Etgel, 603 Mack Block, 
Denver, Col, U.S.A. 

Mr. Btzel in company with a British subject, Mr. Er- 
nest Brindle, engaged a Chinese junk at Newchwang for a 
sail along the coast of the Gulf of Pechili. They left 
Newohwang on the morning of June Sth by the train on the 
Imperial Chinese Railway going West, expecting to meet the 
junk at the Swantaitze river. They left the train at the 
point where the railway crosses the abow river, and on 
Monday morning they went down the river in a small boat to 
its mouth. At the railway station they were tendered a 
guard of Chinege soldiers to escort them down the river, 
but as the guard did not appear, after a couple of hours 
of waiting, they proceeded without then. 

In the afternoon they re@ hed the mouth of the river 
without amy mishap, and there found their junk, which they 
boarded, and set sail, going in the direction of Kaichao, 
canchuria. 

After sailing peacefully in the course down the coast, 
when about ten miles from shore they met four junks, each 
containing a number of armed Chinese soldiers. This was 
out six o'clock in the eening, some time before sunset. 

Messrs, Etsel and Brindle had been walking on deck 
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and had just gone below, out of sight, to errang their 
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quarters for the night. The four junks sailed up quite 
close and showed signs of firing, and ordered the lodah of 
the foreign junk to lower sail which was done. Mr. Etzel 


asked of the lodah, "Why have you lowered the sail? Put it 
up and sail on.” This was said from his position in the 
nold of the jutk, without knowing the cause of the delay. 
The Iodah of the foreign junk called out to the soldiers, 
"Don't shoot, we have foreigners on board; “ and from one 


of the junks containing the soldiers he received orders to 
hoist sail and go on. He gave orders to hoist the sail ani 
his men had just begun hoisting sail, preparatory to pro- 
ceeding, when the soldiers began firing from on of the 
boats, which was immediately followed by firing from all 

of the boats. After a few shots the lodah was wounded by 


being struck in the back with a bullet. He jumped into 

the part of the boat occupied by Mr. Etzel and moved his 
‘ound. Mr. Btgel then endeavored to get out og the lower 
part of the boat and was standing with his head and 
shoulders exposed above the deck lookirg at a boat contain- 
ing soldiers, when he was shot by a sbldier on a junk from 
the opposite side; the bullet entering the back of his 
head at the base of the skull and penetrating the brain, 
causing a large wound from which he died immediately. 

Neither Mr. Brindle nor ur. Etzel could speak Chinese, 
and it is evident that Mr. Etzel had no knowledge that 
they were going to be attacked untal the firing began. 

The firing continued for several minutes, and about 
one hundred shots were fired altogether; and as many as 
twenty shot marks were found on the junk, and several piece 
of bullets were picked out of the boat. Some were the old 
style, large lead bullets, and others were pieces of small- 
er, steel-cased modern Mauser rifle bullets, showing that 
two kinds of rifles were used, 

After the firing ceased the Chinese came out of the 


hold on deck and ahn called out to the soldiers, “Don't 
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fire, we mn ve foreigners on board." When asked how many 
roreigners, they replied one, and Mr. Brindle went on deak 
and showed his passport in Chinese language. The Chinese 
corpor@l, in charge of the expedition, by the name of Pan, 
showed his official authority from General Chu. After this 
exchange of papers the foreign junk was ordered to proceed, 
„nich they did. After sailing a short didtance they were 
acain ordered to stop, which they did, and the soldiers, 
coming alongside again, asked if anyone on the junk had bea 
killed, and they replied no. When asked about the blood 

on the deck, they replied that one of the crew had been 


wounded, but it was of no consequence. They were told that 
if any of the crew had been killed they would be given a 


man in his place, as the soldiers had plenty of men, The 
Chinese on the foreign junk had carefully covered up the 
body of Mr. sel, and when asked if any foreigner had been 
killed they replied no. 

I asked these men why they made this false reply, and 
they told me that if the soldiers had known that a foreign- 
er had been killed, they would have killed ali on board 
and sunk the boat in order that their crime would not have 
been discovered, and they all assured me that their lives 
and the Life of Mr. Brindle had deen saved by this success- 
ful deception. 

After escaping from the soldiers, the junk, by Mr. 
Brindle's orders, sailed for the nearest port on the coast 
which proved to be Erohaiko, about eight miles from Tient- 
chuang-tad. Making his way by night to the railway station 
he telegraphed to me and others at Newchwang for assistance, 
Leaving at onee for the scene I met the body at Tient Chuan 
tai on the afternoon of the 7th instant. Summoning the 
only foreigners available I instituted a cormner's investi- 
gation, notifying General Chu and inviting him to be pres- 
ent. bse ———— the body and several witnesses, including 
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dle's servant, and all there who were on the junk at the 
time of the killing. Later we examined the lodah of the 
foreign junk, and Ti He one of the lodahs of the junks “ 
taken by the soldiers. 

A post mortem examination of the remains was made by 
Dr. Brander at the Port of Newchwang,’ and a portion of a 
pullet was extracted from the tain; and the doctor's cer- 
tificate was made to the effeot that the deceased came to 


nis death evidently by a bullet fired from a gun. 

At my request General Chu held an examination of the 
soldiers on the 15th instant, at Tient-chuang-tai, at 
mch the coroner's jury and myself were presert. This in- 
vestigation was directed by Tacotai Lig of Tientsin, ho 
was sent by the Viceroy of Chihli to ax investigate the 
matter, and before it was finished Taotai Chang arrived, 
having been sent by the Viceroy at Moukden to make an in- 
vest ication. 1 

i enclose herewith acopy of the report of the coron- 
er's jury, and a detailed report of all the investigations 
held by ms, as well as that held by the Chinese officials. 

I am convinced that the killing of Mr. Etzel was not 
due to any desire on the part of General Chu or his scldies 
to kill forsigners, nor was it in any way due to any anti- 
foreign spirit among the people. 

It was admitted by the mit nese soldiers that they 


fired upon this boat. There were ten of these regular 
soldiers engaged in this expedition on three junks, all be- 
longing to General ohn command, and sent out to sea by 
his orders, and under the immediate direction of Corporal 
Pan. I was not able to ascertain the number of armed men 
on the fourth junk that went with the expedition as volun- 
teers under Corporal Pan, and subject to his orders, but 
being sent out by the guild at Erohaike. 

It was clearly established by my examinations that all 
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of the soldiers on all of the junks fired upon th foreign 
junk; but it was not possible to learn from whence came the 
shot that killed Mr. Btzel. Our examination revealed the 

fact that one of the crew on the soldiers’ junks was wound- 


ea by de ing shot thr ough the leg by one of the soldiers by 
an aceidert at the time Mr. Etzel was killed. 

The explanation offered by the soldiers for the shoot- 
ing was, first, that they considered the boat a pirate 
junk, and secondly, they insisted that the firing came fire 
from the foreign junk, and they produced a bullet which 
they all said was fired into their boat by the foreign 
junk. They all claimed to have been from one eee 
thirds of a mile from the foreign junk during all the fir- 
ing, and before firing began. They claimed to have called 
out against the wind this distance to the foreign junk, in- 
structing them to lower their sail. If this story were 
true, it would be ridivulous on its face, for not a sound 
could be heard at such a distance under such conditions, 
Our examination proves that all the junks were close to- 
gether, and not over a hundred yards away, when they were 
asked not to fire because foreigners were on board. 

It is the general opinion that these soldiers sail 
out upon the sea in this vicinity and attack peaceful mer- 
chant junks and levy tribute on them. Whether or not th 
began the attack on this junk with this purpose in view, I 
have not been able to establish to my satisfaction. I am 
rather inclined to the opinion that they saw a larger nun- 
der of Chinese than usual on this junk and concluded it 
must be a pirate boat, and they concluded to attack it and 
began firing without knowing that foreigners were on board, 
or without careful investigation. When informed that for- 
eigners were on board they evidently concluded to let them 
So on, but on not seeing any foreigners on deck they con- 
cluded it was @ ruse to escape, and changed their minds and 
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pegan firing. 

These soldiers returned to the General's quarters on 
the Sth instant, and why an immediate investigation was 
not held 46 @ mystery. Tactai Lin urged an immediate in- 
vestigation, and vas much annoyed by Cereral Chu's delay. 
Yo investigation was held until the 15th, and the inference 
is that it took this time to prepare 822 an d 
charge the first shooting on the foreign junk. For this 


false story General Chu lays himself liable to a charge of 


scheming to hide the real facts. | 
It was plainly evident that the bullet produced by 


Pan as the one having been fired fram the foreign junk was 
never fired from any rifle, but had been extracted fron 
ons of the cartridges belonging to the Chinese troops, as 


it was of tne same kind. It was clearly proven that al- 


though they had three guns and two revolvers on the for- 
eign boat, not one could fire the bullet produced, The 
statements of these soldiers and their beatren that the 
talking and firing went on at a distance of from two to 
five 11 away, or from two-thirds to one and two-thirds 
miles, is evidence of its untruthfulness. The story told 
with so many variations concerning the subsequent attack 

on the following day on a private boat, proves all of these 
witnesses to be wholly unreliable, and in every respect un- 
trustworthy, 

The testimony of all the witnesses on the foreign 
Junk, that they did not fire a shot from that boat at any 
time, is deut Armed by the testimony of the lodah of one 
of the junks taken by the soldiers. 

All of these men were examined separately, without any 
warning, and without any arrangement, or opportunity to 
Secure uniform testimony, or without any knowledge as to 
the questions that would be asked of them, without fear of 


ment or promise of reward, and in the main it agrees. 
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| There was evidently no cause or justification whatever 
for ‘the attack of these soldiers upon this craft. 
Whether it was inspired by desire to rob, or whether 


it was @ more careless act of criminal carelessness, I 
nave not been able to determine, but in either case it 
displays a laek of discipline and soldierly conduct, detri- 
mental to the good order of the community, and to the prop - 
er protection of life and property of both natives and for- 
eigners on both land and sea. Mr. Etzel lost his life 
pecause of the desire to rob, or the criminal carelessness 
of regulaf Chinese troops, and it is plain to my mind that 
coda punishment should be meted out to the parties dir- 
eotly responsible, and that proper recompense be made to 
his relatives, in so far as financial consideration can 
bring recompense for such a logs.

In the sitting of a Coroner's Jury to investigate 
into the killing of Lewis L. Btzel, a citizen of the 
United States of America, Ernest Brindle being called 
testified as follows: 


Ques. What gungs did you and Mr. Etzel have on board the 
Chinese junk on Monday June 6th, 1904. 

Ans. Two Mauser rifles made in Erfurt, in 1877, shooting 
a 46 Caliber lead, uncased bullet with brass shell; 
one Winchester rifle .44 caliber, one Mauser pi stol, 
and a Webley pocket pistol .38 Caliber. 

Ques. Can you produce cartridges of the kind used in 

these guns? 

Ans. Yes, (cart#idges herewith produced, and mde part 
of this evidence.)

Before Henry B. Miller Consul General acting as Cor- 
oner in the matter of the Coroner's inquest on the body 
of Lewis L. sel found on a junk at sea and examined at 
Tienchwangtai, the undersigned Jurors summoned to appear 
pefore the Consul General of the United States of America 
acting as Coroner at Tienchwanctai and Newchwang, China, on 
the 7th, 9th, 10th and 15th days of June 1904 to inquire 
into the cause of the death of Lewis L. Etzel. having been 
duly sworn according to law and having made such inquisi- 
tion after inspecting the body and having the evidence 
adduced upon our oaths each and all do say that we find 
the deceased was named Lewis L. Etzel a citizen of the 
United States aged about 37 years that he came to his 
death by a gun shot fired by a Chinese Soldier. 

We find that Mr. Etzel in company with Mr. Ernest 
Brindle(a British Subject) was sailing in a Chinese junk 
from the Shwangtaiteze river towards Kaichow in Manchuria, 
that at about Six O'clock P.M. on the 6th day of June, 


1904, while peacefully sailing at sea, about thirty 11 


from the shore, near Erhchaiko, they were attacked by 
Chinese soldiers on four junks, and fired upon, without 
warning. The number of shots Fired by the soldiers was 
between fifty and one hundred. 

During the firing the lodah was shot and slightly 
wounded and ur. Btzel was shot in the back of the head and 
died immediately withouwt speaking. 

We find that no shots were fired by the foreigners or 
from their boat at any time, and that the attack and kill- 
ing of Mr. Etzel was entirely m. and wholly without 
cause and unjustifiable. 

We find the soldiers committing this crime were from 
Tienchwangtai and under the immediate command of a corporal 
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by the name of Pan who was responsible for firing. The 
soldiers belong to the command of General Chu. The dis- 
cipline and control of these troops is bad, and we are in- 
' elined to the belief that in their expeditions on the sea 
they attack boats indiscriminately. 
We find that there was no intention to take the lives 


of these foreigners; but that death was due to the Crimin- 
al Carelessness and unjustifiable attack of these Chinese 
Soldiers upon an unoffending craft sailed by Chinese, with 
foreigners on board. We have not been able to find the 
slightest exc#use for the attack on the part of the sol- 
diers. We charge these soldiers and Pan particularly with 
the crime and urge that punishment of some kind fitting 
the case be demanded. Ten of these soldiers with Pan in 
charge belonging to General Chu's Command are all known to 
the Chinese Authorities. We have not been able t learn 
the names and number of those furnished as Volunteers, 
under Pan, coming from some Guild at Erhchaiko. 

We charge the Chinese Government with criminal care~- 
lessness on the part of its troops resulting in the death 
of Lewis L. Etzel and recommend that an indemnity be de- 
manded to be paid over by the Administrators of the estate 
of Lewis L. Etzel of not less than a hundred thow and Taela 
We further recommend that the Chinese Government be urged 
to erect @ suitable monument over the remains of Mr. Lewis 
L. Etzel and pay the expenses of burial.

Immediately upon receipt of Your Excellency's note, 
our Board sent telegrams to the Superintendent of Trade 
for the North and to the Tartar General of Shengking, dir- 
ecting them to investigate and take action.

On the 15th day of Jure we informed 
Yor Excellency that we had already told the Superintendent 
of Northern Trade to appoint some officials to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the whole case, as the records will 
show. On the 15th instant we received a telegram from the 
Superintendent of Northern Trade saying that Taot'ai Liu 
Yi-lin had made an investigation and found as follows: 

"On the 6th day of June, P'an Tse, of the Sui Ching 

army corps, was detailed to take ten soldiers and 
three boats and go out from Erh Pa-kou to pursue pirates. 

They met a junk, and suspecting her of being a pir- 

ate, they opened fire and captured her, not knowing 


that there were any foreigners on board. The result 


was that an American newspaper correspondent, Etzel 


by name, was killed by mistake," 
The Superintendent of Northern Trade says that these 
are all the facts in the case, and that they correspond 


with the findings of the American Consul in his invest iga- 
tion, 

Upon the receipt of the above we telegraphed the offi- 
Clals of the place telling them to use strict measures for 
the apprehension of those concerned in the affair, and to 
punish them severely according to law. Besides this we 
Write this letter for Your Excellency's information, and we 
avail ourselves of the opportunity to wish Your Excellency 
‘he compliments of the season.

the case, to the effect that on June 6th Corporal P'anTse 
of the Sui Ching Army Corps, had been detailed to take ten 
soldiers and three boats and go out from Erh-pa-kou to 
pursu pirates; that they had met a junk which they sus- 
76% on a piratical expedition, and had opened fire 
and captured her, not knowing that there were my foreign-~ 
ers on board; that as a result of the attack the American 
‘ newspaper correspondent, Etzel, had been killed. 

Mr. H. B. Miller, the United States Consul den ral at 
Newchwang has also made a thorough investimtion of tlk 
case and reports to me hat Messrs. Etzel and Brindle had 
engaged a junk at Newchwang to take them for a sail along 
the coast of the Gulf of Pechihli; that on June 5th they 
took train to the Shuang-t'ai River expecting to meet the 
Junk there, and tle next morning went down to the mouth of 
the river where they found their junk awaiting them; that 


they then set sail, going in the direction of Kadchow, ad 


about 6 P.M. when about ten miles from shore they wete met 


by fow junks containim Chinese soldiers; that Mr. Etzels 
Laodah obeyed the orders of the soldiers to take in sail, 
and was afterwards directed by them to proceed, whereupon 
he set sail; and that all at once, without any warning they 
were fired upon by all the boats containing soldiers; é 
that about one hundred shots were fired and that du ing 


the 


the firing the laodah had been wounded; that he went below 
+o show his wound to Mr. Etzel, who attempted t get up 

on deck, and in doing so had been shot through the head, 
etc. 

From both of these reports it is quite clear that Mr. 
Rizel's death was caused by the criminal carelessness of a 
party of Chinese soldiers under the charge of a Corporal, 
named P'an Tse, who was acting under the orders of Com- 
mandant Chu, commanding the troops in the vicinity of 
T'ien-chuang-t'ai. Mr. Etzel, with an Englishman named 
Brindle, both having proper passports, was sailing on the 
high sea, where he had a perfect right to be, wien his boat 
was surrounded by at others, three of which at least were 
carrying Chinese soldiers, and without warning suddenly 
fired upon and Mr. Etzel was killed. 

It is not charged that the soldiers knew that there 
were foreigners on the boat, but there was no reason in 
the world for the attack, and certainly the cramhel 
lessness which causes such wanton destructi 
serves most exemplary punisiment. The Cons 
these soldiers are frequently sent out under the pretence 
of hunting pirates, and found to be attacking defenceless 
boats. The military official who continually permits his 
Soldiers to do this is himself culpable and deserves suit- 
able punishment. There are at present in the locality abou 
Newchwang many foreigners who may have occasion to s ail 
along the coast in that vicinity, and if m example is not 
made of those responsible for this crime, others are likely 
to be committed which may give rise to serious trouble. It 
is my duty, therefore, to ask that appropriately severe 
Punishment may be inflictedupon Corporal P'an, Commandant 
Chu, and such others as may merit it. 

Mr. Etzel leaves several relatives in the United 


States who have been dependent upon him for support, and it

is not improbable that pecuniary indemnity may be demanded, 
put upon this question I await definite instructions from 


ny Government. 


Knowing the constant desire of Yow Imperial Highness 
for the preservation of pe ase and good order, and trusting 
in yur uniform willirg ness to act fairly and justly, I 
confidently await information from Your Imperial Highness 
that the officers and soldiers responsible for Mr. Etzel's 
death have been promptly and adequately punished.

The affairs of the country are now in a very pr ecar- 
jous state, and there are numerous matters that are waiting 
to be put in order; but our finances have become so de- 
oleted that it is very difficult to provide the nmcessary 
funds for the very important matter of drilling our troops. 
China's area and resources are both extensive, and it is to 


the people that the Government looks for all its needs. 


Depending as we do upon the industry of the people shall 

we not dre ede mindful of them and have pity upon them? 

But the Imperial bounty never reaches the people for whom 
it was intended,-there is too great an obstruction between. 


The habit of those between US and you, to surfeit the n- 
selves and spend money extravagantly has become so s trong 
and systematic that now are is no way in which it can 
be broken. The useless expenditures for these sinecutes 
works @ great injury to the whole country. 

The Throne is the shepherd of the people and it is not 
that the whole people mst support one man. We are sorely 
troubled to see that the people are smarting under the 
pain of their suffering each year. WE in the palace have 
used the greatest economy in reseré to our expenditure and 
dress, always taking the lead in economy in order to be an 
example to others. WE always have in mind the wretched 
State of the wesources and industries of the people and 
the difficulty of benefitting matters on account of the 
magnitude and extent of the evil. For this very reason 
especial efforts should be put forth at once to improve 
matters and get things running as they should, and in such 
matters the Imperial Household should take the first step. 

From now on the Imperial Household will use only the 
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amount set aside for its expenses by the Department of the 
Imperial flousehold, It will not be allowed to draw upon 
the funds of the Board of Revenue, for these funds both 
regular and irregular are for the governmental we and 
must be used sparingly; the Board of Revenue moreover must 
use great care in appropriating funds for any works that 
may come up for them to deal with. 

As to the matter of the officials in the Department 
of the Imperial Household being too many in number, and the 
manner in which their number should be reduced, let the 
Board of Governmental affairs consult with the Department d 
of the Imperial Household, and having decided upon a sat- 


isfactory way of dealing with the matter, let themmemorial- 


ize the Throne. Moreover let all the Yamens, both in the 
Capital and in the provinces, take measures similar to 
these. Let our Princes and Ministers set aside all feel- 
ings of social friendship and in every possible manner 
strive to keep their expenses within reasonable limits; 
let them rid themselves of all officials holding sinicures 
under them, that their savings may increase. Thus will 
they one and all fulfill the ardent wishes of the Throne 
in this important matter.

Continuing the subject matter of my No. 1644, I have 
the honor to enclose copies of further correspondence with 
the Foreign Office, and to confirm my telegram of the 5th 
instant, as follows: 

Secstate, Washington. 

Fifth. Chinese Government proposes to punish Corporal 
in charge of soldiers who killed Etzel with five years 
imprisonment, cashier District Commander, and give family 
twenty-five thousand Mexican dollars. I recommend accept- 
ance. Please instruct. — 

(Signed) Conger. 

As you have already seen from Mr. Miller's report, the 
soldiers did not know that there were any foreigners on 
the boat; hence the killing of Mr. Etzel was neither pre- 
meditated nor intentional, and the soldiers were, at most, 
only guilty of criminal carelessness. 

The Chinese Government has no general prisons with 
provisions for labor, or any sort of . treatment, and 
mything beyond a five years term is practically a death 
Sentence. It seems to me, therefore, that a sentence of 
five years imprisonment for the Corporal who was in charge 
of the men and commanded them to fire, and cashiering the 
Commandant of the District who is responsible for the dis- 
cipline which made the commission of such a crime possible, 
is all the punishment that can reasonably be demanded. 

As to the indemnity, I am of the opinion that, con- 
sidering all the circumstances, twenty-five thousand dol- 
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lars Mexican, voluntarily offerred to the rev of the de- 
ceased dy the chinese Government, in a spirit of friendli- 
ness, is @ reasonable sum; hence my recommendation that 
the punishment and indemity may be accepted in full settle 
ment of the case. 

On the 2nd instant I received from the executors of 
Mr. Etzel's estate a request that I demand of the Chinese 
Goverment sixty thousand dollars gold as indemnity. I de- 
clined to present this claim because of its extreme un- 
reasonableness, and to-day have notified them of the rec- 
commendation in my telegram confirmed above. I enclose 
copies of the executors' letter and of my reply.

We as Executors have duly attested at the U.S.A. Con- 
sul-General at Tientsin for the late Mr. L.L.Etzel, an 
American Subject, who was recently killed on the high seas 
of Newchwang in circumstances known to you, desire to ask 
Your Excellency's powerful offices in putting before the 
Chinese Government a claim on behalf of Mr. Etzel's Estate 
for compensation for his death. We should mention that Mr.

Referring to my No. 1187, of January 16th, 1903, I 
have the n to report that after another year's effort 
Representatives of the Foreign Powers in Peking have 
finally agreed to join in a sort of municipal organization 
for the Legation Quarter. I enclose a copy of the proto- 
col signed by the Representatives of the Powers signatory 


of the Final Protocol, by which this agreement was made. 
A carefully prepared map of the Quarter was also signed on 


the same day, and as soon as it can be printed a copy will 
be tranemi tted to the Department. 

A Commission comprised of the German, Belgian, and 
Netherlands Ministers was appointed to draw up the necess- 
ary regulations for the government of the Quarter. I en- 
close @ copy and translation of the regulations which they 
prepared, and which have now been approved by practically 
all the Representatives, and ask your approval by telegraph, 
The regulations are, with a very few changes, those trans- 
mitted in my Bo. 1187. 

We find d almost impossible to secure unanimous 
agreement of the Ministers upon anything at any time. It 
van, thereforé, very important that as little change as 
possible should be made in the regulations previously dis- 
cussed, and which have for some time been in practical 
operation in that portion of the Legation Quarter lying 
on the Bast side of the canal, in order to secure the adop- 

ae Ne ee ee Since 


Since the Government is to be administered practically 
by the members of the Diplomatic Corps, who are very sen- 
sitive and like to do things on their honor, it was found 
to be impossible to adopt any more rigid methods of en- 
forcement. Besides,the decisions of the Commission are 
only to be carried out after acceptance by the Representa- 
tives of the Powers. | 

Your suggestion as to revision has been met by Article 
XV, which provides that after two years they may be re- 
vised. 

As to the question of the larger property owners hav- 
ing more than one vote, this applies only to property 
owners outside of the Diplomatic Corps. There are very 
few of them; viz, the Customs, Banks, Peking-Hankow Rail- 
way Officers, a couple of merchants, and a few other in- 
dividuals. 

The Customs people are quite a colony, occupying a 
good deal of property owned by the Chinese Government, but 
which will all be represented by Sir Robert Hart, or his 
successor, and it was particularly to give him and the 
large Banks more authority in the selection of the two 
members of the Commission outside the Diplomatic Corps, 
than should be given to a Eurasian interpreter or other 
person who happened to own a small residence inside the 
Legation Quarter. I know this is against the spirit of 
our Democratic institutions, but it is the custom else- 
where, and is the rule which has been satisfactorily fol- 
lowed in the foreign settlements in Shanghai, Tientsin, 
etc. 


For the sake of harmony, and in order to secue some 
sort of a Goverment which is so sadly needed, and as the 
regulations are only tentative, I earnestly recommend

The election is held by secret ballet under the direc- 
tion of the outgoing President. Any elector is eligible. 
The vote is personal, but the proxy or representative of an 
absent elector shall be able to vote in his place if he 
is provided with a power of attorney. The Representatives 
of the Powers which signed the Final Protocol and of Korea 
shafl appoint, on the day of election, three Representa~ 
tives on the Commission. These Representatives are elected 
by a majority vote, and in case of a tie the Dean shall 
have the casting vote. 

Art. IX. 

1 On the day following its formation the Commission 
chooses its President who must be taken from among the 
Representatives of the Diplomatic Body, also the Secretary 
and Treasurer. It will be its duty to propose without 
delay a plan for the expenses and receipts for the follow- 
ing year, which shall be submitted to a meeting of the Rep- 
resentatives of the Powers which signed the Final Protocol 
and of Korea. ‘The fiscal year is from the lst of January 
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to the 3lst of December. 
Art. K. 
The Commission simll hold a regular meeting at the 
peginning of each quarter, and also shall meet th never 
the President calls it together, or when one menber thereof 


makes a written request to this effect. Furthermore, any 


Representative of the Powers which signed the Final Proto- 
col and of Korea has the right request the President to 
call the Commission together. Four members at least must 
be present to make the deliberations valid. Decisions are 
reached by a majority vote, except in questions of expenses 
not provided for in the budget, for which a unanimous vote 
is required. In case of a tie the President shall have 

the casting vote. After each meeting the minutes of the 
preceding meeting shall be submitted to the Representatives 
of the Powers which signed the Final Protocol and of Korea. 

Art. XI. 

The Administrative Commission deliterates on the fol- 
lowing lens 

1. Budget of receipts and expenses of the Diplomatic 
Quarter. 

3. Incidence of taxation and mode of collection. 

4. Request for reduction or exemption of taxes. 

5. Opening of streets; works and plans for works 
for sanitation and maintenance of highways. 

6. Concessions for lighting and water-works. 

7. Regulations concerning public health and the 
superintendence of the streets. 

8. All other business concerning the interests of 
the Quarter upon which the Representatives of the Powers 
whith signed the Final Protocel and of Korea may invite 
them to deliberate. 

The Commission's decisions shall have force only when 
accepted by the Representatives of the said Powers. 

Art. XII. 
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Art. XII. 
The principal ‘source eof revenue for the maintenance 
of the Diplomatic Quarter shall be derived from a land tax 
in proportion to the area of the land occupied by the dif- 


farent proprietors. Furthermore, it is lawful for the 
Administrative Commission, having obtained the authority 
of the Representatives of the Powers signatory of the Pinal 


protocol and of Korea, to create other sources of revenue. 
Art. XIII. 

The Commission is charged with the intematioml po- 
licing of the Quarter. It is charged with the administra~ 
tion of the services concerning the maintenance of the 

streets, the drainage, the lighting of the streets, the 
execution of works of public utility, and the collection 
of the taxes. It can propose regulations for the police 
and the care of the highways, which shall be submitted 
to the approbation of the Representatives of the Powers 
which signed the Final Protocol and of Korea. It gives 
notice of the breaches of these regulations to the proper 
authorities. It appoints those connected with these dif- 
ferent services and suspends or dismisses those émployed 
therein, 

Art. XIV. 

The members of the Commission cannot be held respons~ 
ible in their personal property for decisions made by the 
Commission of which they foma part. 

Art. XV. 

This plan of Government, with the regulations annexed, 
shall go into vigor when approved by the Representatives 
of the Powers which signed the Final Protocol and of Korea. 
It can be revised after the interval of two years from the 
date of its going into force. 
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ANWEX I. 
Protocol. 

The undersigned Representatives of the Powers signers 
of the Final Protocol of the 7th of September, 1901, in 
view of Article VII of the said Protocol, by which the 
Chinese Government has admitted that the quarter occupied 


by the Legations should be considered as a quarter specially 
reserved for their usage, placed under their excluwive 
police where Chinese would nc have the right to live, and 
which might be put into a state of defence, and in view 

of the pian fixing the limits of this quarter in ace ord- 
ance with the Protocol, have agreed on what follows: 

1. The possession of the land indicated by having 
their name inscribed on the map made for that purpose, and 
annexed to this Protocol, is conceded to each Legation, 
also to the Imperial Maritime Customs, to each foreign 
association, and to all private individuals. 

2. All land included between the limits of the 
quarter and the defensive walls marked on the map, land 
which is reserved as a glacis for the defence of the quar- 
ter, also the roads, sidewalks, gutters, bridges, drains, 
trees, and constructions of whatever nature, are conceded 
to belong to the Diplomatic Quarter as a common possession. 

5S. Are excepted, parcels of land situated on the 
Glacis, which are conceded to mve belonged to private 
individuals before the 20th of June, 1900, the date of the 


beginning of the siege of the Legations, which are also 


indicated on this map. 

These parcels remain the property of their former 
proprietors, or of those deriving their rights from then. 
To avoid all misunderstanding a list of such parcels is 
added, as follows: 

On the glacis, in front of the German Legation, the 
land belonging to the Russo-Chinese Bank, and the land in 

front 
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front of the German Legation which formerly belonged to 


Mr. Coltman. 

On the glacis in front of the French Legation, the 
land belonging to the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

On the glacis in front of the Austro-Hungarian Lega 
tion, the land belonging to Mr. Splingaerd. 


4. Wo comtruction, permanent or temporary, with 
the exception of those now existing, shall be made upon 
any part whatever of the glacis, without the unanimous con- 
sent of the Representatives of the Powers signers of the 
Final Protocol of the 7th of September, 1901. 

5. The glacis being recognized as common property, each 
Legation is provisionally charged with the control of that 
part of which it has at present assumed the defence, and 
the Commandants of the Guards shall be invited to consult 
together on all matters relating to its military organiza~ 
tion. 

6. The Legations, the Imperial Customs, Associatiom, 
and private individuals, shall not make any encroachments 
on the glacis, the Feeds, siéewalko, bridges, or canals, 
as they are indicated on the map. 

7. The Representat ives of the Powers signers of the 
Final Protocol of September 7th, 1901, agree to proceed 
forthwith to the drawing up of a plan of general dovern- 
ment of the police and control of the roads, and to submit 
this. to the approbation of their respective Gove mments. 
Moreover they shall take such steps as they shall deem ad- 
visable to obtain the necessary authority to enforce these 
regulations upon their nationals, and to oblige them to 
pay the taxes intended to insure the service of the police 
aid the maintenance of the roads. 

8. ‘The Korean Legation, having taken the place of a

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citizen of the United States as proprietor of the land at 
present occupied by it, is looked upon as succeeding only 
to his individual rights, but by courtesy it shall be in- 
vited to take part , in the name of its Goverment, in 
the drawing up of the general plan of Government. 

9. Works already executed at the expense of certain 
Legations, to rebuild roads, sidewalks, canals, tridges, 
or, in fact, any other work of public utility, are entitled 
to mo compensation from the community. 


10. Three copies of this Protocol, with the annexed 


plan, shall be printed for each Legation.

Gambling houses, places in which to smoke opium, dis- 
orderly houses and drinking shops, with the exception of 
the canteens situated within the barrack bounds, are not 
permitted in the Diplomatic Quarter. The immediate clos- 
ing Of such establishment shall be decreed, if a case ar- 
ises, by the Administrative ‘Commission, without the tenant 
being entitled to an indemmification of any kind. 

The proper Authorities will see to the execution of 
the decisions of the Commission.

It is forbidden, without previous permission from the 
Administrative Commission, to leave, even temporarily, 
merchandise or building materials on the streets.

The Officers commanding the Legation Guards shall come 
to an agreement as to the division of the Diplomatic quar- 
ter into sections, each one of mich shall be watched over 
exclusively by military policemen of one nationality.

No ricksha will be allowed to circulate in the Diplonm- 
atic Quarter unless previously registered by the Adminis- 
trative Commission. Stations in sufficient number will be 
assigned to those who have complied with this requirement.

The price of trips shall be fixed by regulation of 
the Administrative Commission, and shall be payable by 
special tickets issued by that authority.

Rules in case of Epidemic among Animals.

Art. I. 
If an epidemic or suspicious symptoms of Rabies, 
Glanders, Typhus or Apthous Fever appears among animals, 


all civil or military authorities, as well as private 


individuals living in the Legation Quarter shall make 

this known immediately to the Administrative Commission. 

They shall, moreover, be compelled to keep the sick animal 

away from any place in which the contagion might spread. 
Art. II. 

After giving notice the assistance of a veterinary 
surgeon must be called for in order to verify the exist~- 
ence of the disease. The Legation in which a case of 
0 disease or alarming symptoms shall have been ver- 
fied by the veterinary shall notify the other Legations 
and shall take care that the precautions enumerated below 


be strictly observed. 


II. 

Special rules relating to Horses, Donkeys, and Mules 
attacked by Glanders. 

Art. I. 

Animals attacked by glanders shall be immediately 
destroyed. 

Art. II. 

Animals among which symptoms of glanders appear shall 
be separated from the others and placed under medical sur- 
veillance. Care should be taken to keep them away from 
healthy animals, and they must not be mounted, led or walk- 
ed about except in places specially designated. They will 
remain under the daily care of the veterinary surgeon. 

ss See Art. III. 
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Art. III. 

The bodies of animals which have been killed or have 
died shall be burned and the remains interred in specially 
séected places. 

Art. IV. 

A tablet bearing in different languages, and in dis- 
tinct letters, the inscription, "Glanders" must be placed 
over every stable in which symptoms of this disease have 
peen verified. The tablet putting this stable in quaran- 
tine shall remain there six months. 

Art. v. 

The stable must be disinfected under medical super-~ 
vision. The objects employed in the care of the sick an- 
imal shall be put in a place chosen for that purpose and 
shall be disinfected before they are taken away. 

Art. VI. 

People taking care of sick animals must be warned of 
the danger of contagion. 

Art. VI. 

Notice that all danger is passed shall be given only 
six months after the last case of disease. Quarantine can 
then be raised and the Legations of the other mations shall 
de notified.

Special Rules Relating to Animals attacked by Rabies. 
art. I. 

If a case of Rabies is discovered in the Legation 
Quarter very severe rules mst de applied for a period of 
three months. Dogs must wear a muzzle and be leashed, or 
must be kept within the enclosures of gardens or court 
yards. 

Art. II. 

All dogs or domestic animals which are attacked or 

suspected of disease will be killed or shut up in strongly

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constructed cages. 
Art. III. 

To avoid bites it will be forbidden to apply remedies 
+o animals suspected of rabies before they have been ex- 
amined by a competent person. 

Art. IV. 

If a case of rabies is proven, all dogs and cats sus- 

pected of having been bitten will be killed, 
Art. V. 

If doubt exists with regard to other domestic animals 
they must be put under the direct control of the veterin-~ 
ary surgeon. They shall be killed as soon as symptoms 
of the disease appear. 

Art. VI. 

The stable of sick animals, as well as all objects 

which have touched them, must be carefully disinfected. 


The kennels or baskets for dogs when made of wood or 


straw shall be burned. 
Art. VII. 
The bodies of dead or killed animals must be burned 
and the remains buried.

On the 2nd instant I received from Consul General 
McWade a telegram as follows: 

"Conger, Peking. 

Imperial troops mutinied, joined rebels, murdered all 
civil military officials at Liu Chou fu, Kwangsi, and 
seized city. Details later. 

(Signed) MoWade.* 

I immediately wrote Prince Ch'ing a note, copy of 
which I enclose, and have to-day received his reply of 
which I enclose a translation, and by which it appears that, 
although the disturbance is a serious one, yet the civil 
officials at Liu Chou fu were not killed as reported in 
the telegram, and that active and energetic measures are 
being taken to suppress the trouble and keep it from 
spreading. 

Disturbances of this character have been so long 
chronic in the Province of Kwangsi that we should not be 
surprised if at any time they develop into a considerable 
rebellion.

Excellency's note, in which you say that the troops at Liu 
Chou Fu in Kuangsi have mutinied and killed all the evil 
and military officials in the city, which they were hold- 
ing, and Your Excellency requests us to direct the local 
authorities to give protection to foreign lives and prop- 
erty in the disturbed district. 

On the 18th and 19th of the present Moon(July 1 and 2) 
we received telegrams in succession from the Viceroy of 
the Two Kuang and the Governor of Kuangsi, saying that on 
the llth(June 24th)the soldiers at the garrison stationed 
at Liu Chou Fu had mutinied, and that he had at once sent 
an urgent telegram ordering the local militia to move on 
to Liu Chou Fu and surround and capture the place; on the 
15th (June 28th) the Prefectural city had been recaptured 

District 

and that the Taot'ai, Prefect and,Magistrate in the city 
had received no injury; that the rebels had fled through 
the north gate of the city and raised disturbances in Liu 
Ch'eng Hsien; even then, forces were being selected from 
each branch of the regular troops to be sent in pursuit 
of the rebels and to prevent the disturbance from spread- 
ing. 

We have already received an edict authorizing Ts'en 
Ch'un-hsuan to give strict orders for the various troops 
to rout the rebels and exterminate them completely. Having 


received a letter from Your Excellency in regard to the 
affair, my Board immediately telegraphed to the above named 
Viceroy telling him to issue stringent orders to the mili-«- 


tary and civil authorities instructing them to use all dil- 
igence to protect the lives and property of all foreigners 
in the place, and urging them not to show the least negli- 
gence in this matter. As soon as a reply shall have been 


received 
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received to this communication my Board will again write 
to Your Excellency.

Referring to Department Instruction No. 793, of April 
SOth, in regard to an artesian well for the new Legation, 
I have to report that I am unable to find anyone in China 
who can undertake the work. 

Through the efforts of Consul Martin machinery was 
purchased in the United States by the Chinese Authorities 
at Nanking, and an expert brought out who is at present 
sinking a well there; but satisfactory arrangements can- 
not be made with them for work in Peking. 

I have made inquiry through Governor Wright, of the 
Philippines, who informs me that he can find but one man 
who will undertake such a contract. His terms are $9.00 
gold per foot, we to furnish the casing and coal. This 
would make the total cost not less than $11.50 gold per 
foot. This, of course, would make the cost of the well 
far beyond the amount appropriated by Congress for this 
purpose. 

The Japanese have bored a number of shallow wells in 
Peking, the deepest 250 feet, and have procured a plenti- 
ful supply of very good water; but with their crude na- 
chinery they cannot bore more than three hundred feet, nor 
® greater diameter than 3 1/2 inches. Their wells so far 
have been cased with bamboo. 

I now have a proposition from one of them to dig a 
well 3 1/2 feet in diameter, and thirty-five feet deep 
for a galvanized iron tank of this size, and from the 


bottom of this to bore three hundred feet and place there- 
in 
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in three inch iron pipe, making a total depth below the 
surface of 555 feet; we te furnish tank end pipe, and he 
doing all the work for $1,800.00 Henin. Mr. Wealy est in- 
ates that this, with the cost of tank, pipe, end suitable 
pump would make the well cost not more than $3,000.00 Mex- 
ican. | 

While this would by no means equal in any way a larg- 
er, deeper, and possibly flowing well; yet relying upon 
the experience of others here, it is reasonably certain 
that this would give us a sufficient supply, and,at that 
depth, there ought to be no possible danger of surface con- 
tamination. 

Under these circumstances I recommend that such a 
well be made. If, later, good well machinery should be 
imported hither, one could probably be sunk then at much 
more reasonable figures. 

If you approve please telegraph me so that the work 
can be done this season.

It is found, after communicating with Consul Martin

I have the honor to inform you that I have received a 
communication from the Department of State in regard to the 
difficulties alleged to he met with by Chinese exhibitors 
in landing at San Francisco on their way to the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. On March 15th last I wrote to the De- 
partment in regard to this matter, and enclosed a letter 
from Your Imperial Highness, stating that no persons who 
would go to the Exposition from that time on would violate 
the regulations, and expressing the desire that leniency 
would be shown in the case of those merchants who were al- 
ready on their way, or who had reached the United States. 

I have the honor to state that whe whole matte was 
referred to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor for his in- 
vestigation, and that he sent in reply a full and complete 

statement of the whole case, which statement is enclosed 


herein for Yow Imperial Highness' perusal.

Mr. Francis H. Nichols, I now have to report that on yster- 
day the British Minister showed me a despatch from the Brit- 
ish Consul at Yunnan-fu, the capital of the province of the 
same name, mich enclosed a letter from Rev. V. J. Embery, 
of the China Inland Mission, which is self-explanatory, and 
of which I hand you herewith a copy. 

It shows that Mr. Nichols will be in very consider- 
able danger if he proceeds, and that he takes great risks 
if he does so against the express warning of the Chinese. 
officials, and their declaration of their inability to 
afford him protection. 

When Mr. Nichols left here he was particularly in- 
formed by Prince Ch'ing that it was utterly impossible for 
the Chinese Government to afford him any protection in 
Tibet. 

Since the march of Colonel Younghusband toward Lhassa, 
with its consequent battles, began,, the danger to a for- 
eigner found anywhere in that country must be greatly in-

The information concerning Mr. Nichols is more than a 
mont h old, and of course his present location or condition 
is unknown. It is to be hoped, however, that his good 
judgment has impelled him to act with the requisite caution.

Referring to ow former correspondence on the same 
subject, I am constrained to report that the people in the 
United States generally still believe that the order of the 
Postmaster General, relating to domestic rates between the 
United States and Shenghai,enables them to send letters to 
any post office in China fe two cents an ounce, whereas 
the truth is that this rate applies only to Shanghai; the 
rate. from the United States to every other place in China 
being five cents per half ounce, and a fine for double that 
rate for any deficiency. 

Of course we can notify our immediate friends and 
regular correspondents at home, but letters are daily ar- 
riving at the Legation and Consulates in large numbers from 
all parts of the United States, prepaid only with our do- 
mestic rates, and upon which heavy penalties must be paid; 
besides great delay is experienced in delivery. Yesterday 
I was obliged to pay penalties to the amount of $4.20, and 
to-day $1.30. This is a great burden, and is felt not only 
by the Legation and Consulates, but merchants and mission- 
aries also. 

It is true the Postmaster General's order is quite 
Clear and does not justify the interpretation which the 
public ms given to it, but since they do so generally mis- 
construs it, it seems to me the only possible remedy is in 
publishing mother order stating specifically that the 
domestic rate applies to Shanghai only, and regular foreign

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| must be paid on letters addressed to any other part 
the Chinese Empire. 
I therefore again respectfully ask, if you think it

If the total of the payments mde by China w to the 
expiration of the year 196@ does not reach the sum necessary 
to equal in gold the total of the indemnity due to each om 
of the undersigned Powers, the Chinese Government will con- 
tinue to make monthly payments until the complete settlement 
of the indemity, capital and interest included, 

In this case the Bankers' Commission in Shanghai shall 
draw up @ new amortization table for the payments to be made 


after 1940, unless the Chinese Government prefers to use the 
privilege which is granted to i of settling immediately. 
The undersigned Bewerw do not doubt that the Chinese Gov- 


ermment, recognising that this proposition has been inspir- 

„ solely by the desire to permit it to discharge its obli- 

gations more easily, immediately give: to its delegates the

As a result of severe fighting on the 25rd and 24th 
instant Ta Shih-chao was captured by the Japanese, and New- 
chwang, in consequence, evacuated. The Russians left their 
Civil Administrator, Consul Grosse, with twelve Russian 
police, who, with the help of other foreigners, preserved 
order in the city proper until the arrival of the Japanese, 
a mali company of whom arrived on the next day. 

The Japanese have taken charge of affairs, and every- 
thing is going on in an orderly way under their military 
administration. 

The Chinese Goverment has requested permission to 
send a Tactai there to take charge of and carry on the 
civil administration of the Port. I cannot learn wmt re- 
ply the Japanese have made them, but under present condi- 
tions I apprehend that military administration alone will 
be practicable. 

The Russians destroyed no buildings, but before leav- 
ing burned all coal and other supplies. 

The Russians have been continually crossing the Liao 
River opposite Mukden, and above, into the agreed neutral 
Chinese territory, where they meet and purchase from the 
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wages large quantities of supplies. It is reported that 
the Japanese have in this seme locality, been enlisting 
and organizing bands of 1060 s known as "Hung Ru- 
tes, which has seriously interfered with this Russi an- 
Mongol trade. Some Russian soldiers have been attacked 

and killed by then. ‘The Russian Minister has protest ed 
vigorously to the Chinese Government because it does not 
prevent the enlistment of its subjects, and because it per- 
mits the Japanese to come into the neutral territory for 
such purpose. 

It would seem that the Japanese might, of right, go 
wherever the Russians do, and they might properly interfere 
with and attempt to prohibit the procuring, by the Russians, 
of supplies in this territory, but the right or pro- 
priety of enlisting Chinese subjects for this purpose is 

It is to be presumed that the Port of Newchwang will 
still be kept open to general trade which will probably 
op@’ate with greater freedom than heretofore.

If this American will not hearken 
to remonstrances, but insists upon going, it will be diffi- 
cult te guard against unexpected danger. Besides instruct- 
ing the Magistrate of the place to look out for Mr. Nichols’ 
interests, and to keep a constant watch upon his movements 
and repert upon the sams, the Governor felt it his duty te 
report the matter to us, that we might send a despatch to 

the American Minister about it, and at the same time state 
clearly that it the United States has any international 

matters to be dealt with in Yunnan, he hoped that the Brit- 
ish dens in Yunnan would be given power to deal with then,

Some kind bond measure seems indispensable as organization 
of work and plant needed would (require) twice amount of 
revenue you mention. Full programme of plan for work and 
maintenance must be submitted before we can consider abro- 
gation provisions final protocol.

I have, in private conference with my British and Ger- 
man colleagues, clearly explained your position, and shall 
do se with others after the Chinese make a definite propos- 
al, or opportunely before. 

The British and German Ministers personally agree 
with me and are consulting their Governments. 

The Chinese Government can, if it desires, furnish 

the funds and do this work promptly and satisfactorily, 
but it must be done under competent foreign supervision. 
I am not certain, however, that it is really desirous to 
have the work done, but am inclined to believe that this 
last proposal is only made to avoid having the work done 
under the arrangement provided for in the Final Protocol, 
which has always been very objectionable to the Chinese 


Goverment . 
If it can be delayed by further deliberate negotia- 
tions, I apprehend they will be quite pleased. 


In my judgment, the only way to secure the early com- 
mencement of the work, or even to make the Chinese hasten 
in their efforts to conclude negotiations upon their new 
proposal, is to make them understand that the Powers are 
in earnest in their insistence that the work shall be 
carried out in strict accordance with the provisions of 
the Protocol, and that if the Chinese Government will not 
take hold, as by its terms they have promised, then the 
Powers will at once organize the Commission and proceed 
to ite execution without it. Rather than this China will 
40 anything possible. 

However, the agreement of the Powers is the first 
essential, and I am sure this can be much more easily se- 
cured directly by the home Governments than by their 
Representatives here. - 

Many of the Ministers are at present away from the

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city for the sumer, but will probably have returned by the 
time the Chinese are ready to present the full programe

I have the heuer te acknowledge the Feqemye of Your 
Highness’ note of the Slst ult. in response to my two 
notes asking what guarantees of early action and satisfact- 
ory conclusion of the work China would give in case the 
signatory Powers would agree to accept the new proposals 
of the Chinese Government concerning the Whangpu Conserv~ 
ancy matter. 

It is to be regretted that communication does not by 


any means reply to the inquiry of my Government made in 
my notes. Your Highness' statement is practically that the 
provinces of Anhui and Kiangsu and the Board of Revenue 


will furnish the necessary funds. What my Government wants 
to know, and what the other Governments will unquestionably 
require, is that ample and sufficient guaranty of some 

kind shall be given, that will, under any and all circum- 
stances insure the actual furnishing of the money promised, 
and its expenditure annually, upon the work. This cannot 
de considered an unreasonable condition, in view of the 
fact that nearly four years ago China agreed in the final 
Protocol to an excellent plan for this work, but which, in- 
stead of carrying out, she has persistently obstructed by 
her failure to appoint her member of the Commission. I 
must therefore again ask Your Imperial Highness to kindly 
reply to my Government's inquiry, and state specifically 
what guaranty the Chinese Government will furnish to the 
Powers that these funds as promised will be forthcoming. 

If such satisfactory guaranty can be furnished, my Govern- 
ment will not object to the new proposals.

We Imve the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
12th(?)inet. of Your Excellency's reply, saying that it 
was to be regretted that our communication did not clearly 
reply to the inquiry repeatedly made in Your Excellency's | 
notes regarding the Whangpoo Conservancy Scheme, which was: 
"If the various Powers should consent to the plan proposed 
dy China, what guaranty will China give that the work will 
be performed?" Your Excellency further stated that our 
reply was nothing more than that the provinces of the 
Kiangnan and the Board of Revenue would supply the necess-~- 
ary funds; and that what your Government wanted to know, 
and what the other Govermments would certainly require was 
that some reliable guaranty should be given that under any 
circumstances whatever, the necessary funds would certainly 
each year be promptly appropriated; that you had again to 
request that s speedy reply be made to this inquiry; that 
the meaning of your Government's inquiry was that a def in- 
ite statement should be made as to what surety would be 
given that each year the funds would be certainly appro- 
priated; that, if such satisfactory guaranty could be 
given, your Government could not but consent to the new 
plan proposed, but that otherwise it would ingist that the 
matter be dealt with according to the original terms of 
the Protocol. 

Upon the receipt of Your Excellency's note, our Board 
at once communicated its contents to the Ministers of the 
Board of Revenue, and discussed the matter with them very 
— ‘The annual amount to be furnished for the 
mn improvement ofthe Whangpoo is Tls. 460,000, all of 
which China agrees to promptly appropriate year by year. 
Now we find that the annual revenue from opium in the 
province of Szechuen amounts in round numbers to 718. 
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400,000, and that revenue from opium in the Prefecture of 
Hsũ- chou, An Kiangsu Province, amounts in round numbers to 
Tls 200, 090 per annum, making together a total u in 
excess and never less than the total amount required for 
the annual expenditure upon the improvement of the Whang- 
poo, Which is Tls, 460,000, and we have the honor Lin re- 
ply to Your Excellency's inquiry to submit these two items 
of opium revenue as the guaranty asked. We hope you will 
communicate this to your honorable Government and hope we 
may have a speddy reply, for which we shall be grateful.

Whangpoo Conservancy scheme certain opium revenues, I have 
the honor to say that I at once telegraphed the substance 
of Your Highness' note to my Government, and have received 
a reply to the effect that, while it is not willing to 
dony the sufficiency of the revenue proposed as a guaranty, 
yet it thinks that in view of the enormity of the enter- 
prise, the great cost of organizing the work, and of the 


necessary plant and the long continuance of the work, that 
some kind of satisfactory bond measure should be arranged. 
At any rate before my Govermment can consider any 
abrogation of the provisions of the final protocol, a full 
programme d the plans for work and maintenance must be 
submitted. 
1 If then China is really sosisous of taking up this 
work and hastening it to a conclusion, I suggest that she 
forthwith present to the representatives of the Powers a 
full and detailed plan which, secured by the revenues nen- 
tioned and supported by some kind of bond measure, will in- 
sure the speedy and satisfactory carrying out of the im- 
portant work and its permanent maintenance in good condi- 
tion.

On the Tenth Day of the Sixth Moon and Thirtieth Year 
,of Kuanghsti (July 22nd, 1904) my Board received a communica 1 
tion from the Board of Commerce in regard to the Trial Reg- | 
ulations for the Registration of Trade Marks. They say 
that they have received the letter from my Board saying 
that Sir Ernest Satow, the British Minister, had sent us a 
despatch saying that he had carefully examined the Regula- 
tions, and that in general they were very definite, but 


that they were very complicated in places, and he hoped 


they would be deliberated upon again and sent back. Hav- 
ing received this opinion from the British Minister through 
my Board, the Board of Commerce replied asking that we re- 
quest the British Minister to select the places which 
should be reconsidered, and, after considering all the 
circumstances in the case, to decide how thay should be 
put so as not to interfere with the general usage of other 
countries. In regard to this matter the Board of Commerce 
sie Gare: We have recently received from you a letter 
saying that yeu had sent the same regulations to the United 
States Minister, and had received an acknowledgement from 


him saying that he had reported the matter to his Govern- 


ment. But it appears that requests from commercial people 
for the registration of trade marks have accumulated in 
very large numbers, and this enquiring into the re gula- 
tions is causing Pen: delay. The regulations as decided 
upon by the Boa F Commerce are merely trial regulations 
and there is no reason why they should not be changed or 
added to at any time. Sir Erne rr says that they are 
very definitely stated, and it M very evident that this 
set of trial regulations are of a truth in accordance with 
the general usage of other countries, and are not partial 
in the slightest degree; we,(the Board of Commerce) ought 


to prepare a memggggk at once to present to the ‘arene, in 
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order that notification of these regulations may be given,

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
25th ultimo of Your Imperial Highness' note, communicating 
to me the substance of a note received fr by your Board 
from the Board of Commerce with regard to the Experimental 
Regulations for the registration of trade marks, in which 
the said Board refers te my letter of June 15th in which I 
had asked for time to consider the Regulations, and stated 
that I had sent them to my Government. The Board of Con- 
merce urges that an early reply be made, that there may be 
no further delay in putting the Regulations into experi- 
mental operation. 

Subsequent to the receipt of Your Highness' note, Mr. 
T'ao of the Board of Commerce called at this Legation to 
inquire if there were any objections to the putting of the 
Regulations into operation, and I replied that it would be 
necessary for me to wait for the opinion of the American 
merchants at Shanghai, who were examining the Regulations. 


Although as yet I have received no reply from my Govermment, 


inasmuch as I promised that I would send a communication 


to Your Imperial Highness immediately upon the receipt of a 


reply from the American merchants at Shanghai, I have now 
the honor to state that I am just in receipt of a state- 
ment from these merchants of their objections to these 
Regulations. They find them burdensome in a number of 
particulars, and I am also of opinion, as I expressed my~- 
self in un earlier communication that they are too compli- 
cated in places and impose too great a tax upon the wer- 
cantile classes. Nevertheless, in view of the fact that 
the Board of Commerce has distinctly stated that they are 
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provisional only, and may be amended at any time, I shall 
not make objection to their being put into operation, 

das proposed on the 15th of the Ninth Moon, next (Ot. 23rd) 
provided the period of exclusive use of a trade mark bg 
made thirty years, as in the United States, instead of 
twenty years, as is proposed in the text of the Regulatiom 
sent to me, and provided the changes, already suggested by 

the British Minister, and indicated in a revised copy of 
the Regulations sent to me by the Board of Commerce three 
days ago, be adopted. It must be distinctly understood, ~ 
however, that this statement is made upon the condition 
that in addition to the changes suggested above, other 
amendments may be suggested in the future, as the exper- 


ience of American merchants may suggest, and that due con- | 
sideration may be given to them. 


I ought also to say that yesterday Mr. T'ao of the 
Board of Commerce called again at this Legation and ex- 
pressed the opinéon that a memorial asking for the sanction 
of the proposed Regulations, to be put into operation ex- 
perimentally, had already been submitted to His Imperial 
Majesty yesterday morning. In view of the fact, however, 
that it is but eleven days since Your Highness' note was 


received, and that I had expressly requested that time be 
allowed me to hear from the American merchants at Shanghai, 
and in view of the further fact that the revised copy of 
the Regulations had been received by me but forty-eight 
hours before, I cannot believe that so great discourtesy 
could have been shown to my Government. 

Trusting that Your Imperial Highness will at once com- 
mum ente the substance of this note to the Board of Con- 
merce and that I may have an early reply agreeing to the 
addition change asked, I avail myself of the opportunity 
to renew. to Your Imperial Highness the assurance of my

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt on the 
25th of the Sixth Moon, XXX Year of Kuanghs®, (August 6th 
1904), of Your Excellency's despatch, saying that you had 
to request me to forward to the Board of Commerce three 
requests which you had to make in the matter of the regis~ 
tration of Trade Marks, and that you hoped for a reply. 

I at once communicated them to the Board of Commerce 
and now have its reply as follows: - 

"His Excellency, Mr. Conger's despatch says that, if 
we will consent to three requests which he makes, he will 
have no objection to the putting of the Regulations pro- 
posed by the Chinese Government into operation on the 15th 
of the Ninth Moon (Oct.23). 

As to Mr. Conger's first request that we should make 
the changes suggested by the British, our Board has al- 
ready complied with it. As to the second affecting the 
period of registration, we must first examine into the per- 
iods adopted by various countries and after consultation 
we shall reply. As to the third, that if merchants in 
the future should desire to have changes, excisions, or 
amendments made, the Bureau of Registration should agree 
to give them due consideration, we find that as to the 


Regulations proposed by this Board we long ago stated dis- 
tinctly that they were experimental, as the records will 
show. Hereafter, should any of the Ministers of other 
countries have suggestions to make in this matter, provided 
they are not greatly at variance with the Regulations of 
other nations, most certainly the matter of making the 
changes will be taken into friendly consideration. 

We had already sent a note to His Excellency, Mr. 
Conger{setting forth the facts as to our having submitted 


& memorial and made announcement, and we have now the hon- 
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or to send this communication to the Board of Foreign Af- 
fairs requesting that it be examined and reply in accord- 
,ance therewith be sent forward."

Referring to your No. 594 of July 8th, I enclose 
herein a copy of the Trade Mark Regulations which the 
Chinese Government proposes to put into tentative operation/ 

I have objected to them generally as being too con- 
plicated, but the Japanese have no objections to them, and 
the British are willing that they should be put into ten- 
porary operation, after making a few unimportant changes. 
For instance: 

Strike out the word "temporarily" in line 4 of Art.2. 

In line 3 of Art. 5, change three months to six months, 

I will be glad if you will look them over, in confer~ 
ence, if you deem it necessary, with some of the merchants, 
and wire me whether or not you think they will answer pro- 
visionally. 

You know from our experience with the Treaty negotia~ 
tions, that if we propose material changes, other Repres- 
entatives will propose others; this will suggest others 
to the Chinese, and great delay must occur. It seems to 


me, therefore, that since the others are willing, we also 
shied: consent to give them a trial. 

These should have been sent to you some time ago, 
but in an unusual pressure of business for the last few 
weeks it has been neglected.

Immediately on receipt of your #2469 I asked Mr. J.. 
Jameson, President of the American Association, to call a 
meeting of his committee with other business men concerned, 
as you suggested in your despatch. On account of the ab- 
sence of some of them from Shanghai, the meeting could only 
be arranged for August 3rd. In the meantime I gave the 
proposed Regulations to the N.C.Daily News for publication 
as the quickest and easiest way to circulate them among 


the American Houses concerned. 


The meeting was held yesterday and the Regulations 
were considered at length. The feeling was quite strong 
that it was very desirable to have some regulations at the 
earliest possible moment; at the same time they considered 
two points on which modifications seemed essential. 

1. The regulations limit the time of exclusive use 
of the trade mark to 20 years, with a possible(not manda- 


tory) renewal. In this the Chinese seem to have confused a 
trade mark 
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trade mark with a Patent. You will remember that in our 
negatiation of the Treaty it seemed nearly impossible to 
explain to them the difference between a trade mark and a 
patent. The value of a trade mark, of course, lies in its | 
age and the general knowledge of the people of the charac~- : 
ter of goods that are guaranteed by it. For instance, the 
"Devoe" mark of oil has been in use in this country for 
many years and it is one of the exceedingly valuable 
assets of the Standard 011 Company, in China. Why should 
they in twenty years from now be forced at the will of the 
Chinese Board to possibly give up the advantages of that 
"Devoe" mark to somebody who would offer cogent reasons why 
he should have the advantage of that mark? It seemed to 
Mr. Piske(Tobaceco Co.) and to Mr. Hunt (Standard 011 Co.) 
especially that this is an essential point and I am frank 
to admit that I agree with then.

We have 
been able, through our proclamations er o the Viceroys, 


Governors and Tactais to protect the Chinese names. For 

instance, the Chinese name of Mustard & Co. is Ching Loong 
and all Chinese dealers know their products under that 
name, Which is an exceedingly valuable asset to the Com- 
pany. The American Trading Co. has the name of Mow Sung. 
I got them a proclamation protecting their name and the 
right to the exclusive use of that name has been recog~ 
nized in several of the Chinese Courts, and, through the 
British Consul General, I succeeded in forcing Rex & Co. 


to quit using the Chinese name of Mow Sung in their busi- 
ness. It seemed to the merchants, in talking yesterday, N 
and it seems to me, that the sacredness of a man's name 
should be as carefully protected in the Chinese version of 
it as in the foreign. 
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The meeting yesterday considered as less essential 
three points: 

1. They would like, if possible, foreign supervision 
of the Bureau of Registration. Their argument in favor of 
this is that the approval of trade marks is quite a techni- 
cal matter and requires special knowledge, and they do not 
see at present any Chinese who has that knowledge. 

2. If an application is rejected by the Bureau of 
Registration Article 15 provides for a re-hearing by the 
same bureau, but does not provide for an appeal to any 
higher body. They would like, if possible, an appeal to 
the Board of Commerce, which creates the Bureau of Regis~ 
tration. 

3. The merchants think the fees too large. Under 
the schedule of fees in Article 25 it will cost fls 87 
(Haikwan)to register a trade mark. Some concerns have as 
high as 500 different trade marks and the expense to them 
would be very great. 

It seems to me that there are two sides to this 
question. A trade mark for which there is any demand cer~ 
tainly would justify an outlay of Tls. 37 for its registra- 
tion. If there is not business done in a particular brand 
to justify that outlay, then there would no temptation for 
any imitation of the brand. On the other hand a brand 
might not justify that outlay at first, but if it would be 
registered more cheaply there would be an inducement to 
the local merchant to push the sale of it and possibly 
make a demand for it in the future. 

Of course I thoroughly agree with you as to the danger 


of reopening these regulations. At the same time, fram my 
experience here, I must agree with the merchants as to the

I have care- 
fully noted the amendments which the merchants deem essen~ 
tial to the Trade Mark Regulations, 

As regards the time limit it seems absolutely necess-~ 
ary that some limit should be made, just the same as in 
patents. It is done by all countries. Our country limits 
it to thirty years, and I have asked the Chinese to make 
the same limits in their regulations, which, I think, they 
are likely to do. 

As to the Registration of hong names, that is not 
done by us nor by other foreign countries, and it would be 


useless and does not seem proper to ask this of the Chinese, 
As to foreign supervision I am satisfied, after talk~ 

ing with my colleagues and with the Chinese officials, that 

this is not practicable at this time? Since most of the 
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applications will be made through the eee at N 2 
and Shanghai, they will always come under the ee 
at least, of foreigners. However, should we find it nec~ 
éssary in practice, the matter can be taken up later. 


It does not seem advisable to urge the provision for 
a Board of Appeal at this time. 
As to the cost of registration, if the cost of the 
original registration and that of re-registration are 


counted together, it will be found less than ow charges 
for the same. 
As the English and Japanese are quite satisfied with 

these Regulations as they stand, it seems to me best to 

let them go into operation temporarily, with the definite 

understanding which I have with them, that amendments will 

be duly considered with offerred in the future.

The details of the seizure and removal of the torpedo 
destroyer from within a neutral port by the Japanese have 
already been given you by Mr. Fowler. The fact is surpris-~- 
ing and disappointing, and it is to be hoped that the Jap- 
anese will at once make proper amends to the Chinese for 
their gross breach of neutrality. 

The Chinese Government has to-day placed in the hands 

or the Japanese Minister a polite and friendly note re- 


questing that the Japanese Government disavow any responsi- 
bility, punish the responsible naval officers, and return 
to them the destroyer. 

The Russians, it is believed, have been anxiously 
waiting for some such incident as this which would involve 
the Chinese directly. They appear to be very angry, and 
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the Minister has sent to the Wai Wu Pu a most emphatic note 
in which he charges the Chinese Government with cocmplicity 
in the affair, or, if not, that Commodore Sa has acted most 
traitorously or cowardly in making no effort to preserve 
the honor of his country by protecting ite harbors from 
such robber invasion as he pronounces thie act of the 
Japanese Navy to be, and peremptorily demands the fullest 
explanation and the immediate recovery and return of the 
vessel to the Chefoo harbor. 

I am creditably informed that the French Minister 
has been instructed to support the Russian demand, and it 
is reported that the German Minister will receive like in- 
structions, although he says he has received none as yet. 

Of course China is practically helpless, and might 
reasonably plead her inability to protect, yet her Con- 
‘modore might have made some effort in that direction, How- 
ever, should the vessel be promptly returned to Chefoo and 
both the Japanese and Chinese naval officers promptly 
punished, I apprehend a very disagreeable incident may be 
closed and a serious break in the present concord of the 
Powers be avoided.

Concerning the Whangpoo Conservancy Scheme, I have 
the honor to report that on the 15th instant I received an 
additional note from the Foreign Office, of which I enclose 
a copy. 

This note is by no means satisfactory, and is very 
far from complying with the suggestions of my note of the 
llth instant. 

Believing a personal conference better than a contin- 
uance of correspondence just now, and as Prince ch ing is 
at present out of the city, I sent Mr, Williams on yester- 
day to the Foreign Office to explain more fully to the Min- 
isters, our position, and make them understand, if possible, 
just what the Chinese Government must do in order to se- 
cure consideration of their proposed new scheme. I gave 
him, as the basis for his conversation, the memorandum a 
copy of which is enclosed, telling him to inform them that 
I spoke only for myself, and not for my Colleagues, and 
that while I did not pretend to give them a plan in de- 
tail, yet they must clearly understand that a plan less 
Comprehensive than the one outlined in the memorandum 
would not be entertained by my Government, nor, I believed, 
by the others; that therefore it was useless to continue 
the correspondence unless China was prepared to make to the 
Powers some such comprehensive and detailed proposition as 
indicated. 

Mr, Williams reports a satisfactory conference with 
Their 
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Their Excellencies Na-t'ung and Lien-fang, who readily en- 


dorsed all the points in the memorandum, except that of 
making a 10. Mr. Williams told them that that was the 
most essential of all, as that appeared to be the only way 
to get the very large amount that must be at once available 
for the purchase of plant and machinery, and for the early 
organization of the work, and that the 460,000 Tls. men- 
tioned in the Protocol was originally intended as the 
annual sum necessary for the interest and amortization of a 
loan which must be made. 

They finally agreed that a loan would be necessary, 
unless some equally efficient plan could be devised for 
realizing the large sum necessary to begin with. 

They said, however, that it would be necessary to 

: correspond with the Viceroy at Nanking, which they would 
do at once. They were also given to understand that the 
proposed plan must come to the Representatives of the 

Powers as their own proposition, and not one supplied by 


The British Minister has received instructions to co- 


operate in support of this plan, and he will advise the 
Chinese along the same line. 

If the Chinese Government does propose a plan, fully 
embodying the suggestions of the British Minister and my- 
self, I apprehend our Colleagues can be induced to accept 
it; but unless the Chinese do this at an early date, I 
see no other feasible course except that indicated in my 
Ho. 1680 of the 12th instant.

I have the honor to report that I have contracted with 
the Wm. H. Warren Manufacturing Co. for the entire interior 
finish, including heating and plumbing, delivered at Tien- 
tein dy December lst next, for our five new Legation build- 
ings for $50,000. The enclosed copies of correspondence 
will explain fully how this was arrived at. 

Both to Mr. Nealy and to me this amount seems very 
high; in fact it is nearly double Mr. Nealy's first estim- 
ate. 

The bid of the Warren Manufacturing Co. was the only 
one furnished in response to Mr. Roberts“ advertisements, 
and was $52,800, which was promptly rejected. Had we been 
within reach we should have at once advertised again, but 
we find this very difficult to do at this distance, and 
our experience with re-advertisements so far has been only 
to get higher instead of lower bids, and as it would delay 
the work for practically another year, with Mr. Nealy's 
salary and expense to come out of the appropriation, we 
thought best, since the Warren Manufacturing Co. was the 
only bidder, to make them an offer of $50,000 for the en- 
tire balance of the work, less certain omissions named. 

Their bid was; for interior finish, $52,800; for al- 
ternates, $5,617; total $56,417. Instead of which we or- 
ferred $50,000. ‘This was accepted. 

I have no doubt the question of freight under the 
present war conditions is largely responsible for the ex- 
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ceedingly high bid. However, we are obliged to get this 
work from home, and I think we have pursued the wisest 
course.

3,000,000 the portion of the 
arrears due for the first period.)has been paid in full on 
account of the first and second years. I informed Mr. Buse 
and Mr. Perreau to this effect on the 5th of January and 
the 14th July 1903. 

This year the same sum of HK Tls. 18,829,500, has to 
be paid on account of the Capital and interest, in twelve 
monthly payments of IS. 1,820,000 per mensem, Six of 
these monthly payments have been made, realizing a sum of 
Tis. 10,920,000, so that nothing is wanting to complete the 

payment for the first six months of this year. 
However I find certain discrepancies in the account 
rendered to me by the Commission which I have pointed out 
below: 
ist. The Protocol rate for the Haikwan Tael has cer~- 
tainly been put at the beginning of the statement, but 
later on the rate or the date for payment of the Coupon, 
namely, the 30th June 1904, has been added. 

and. Against the amount of Tis. 9,000,000 the Arrears 
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for the first period, a sum of Tls. 3,000,000 per annum 
was paid for the last two years(i.e. the lst and 2nd year) 
and the interest should be reduced "Pari passu" with the 
Capital. But in the statement the amount still appears 
as HK. Tls. 9,000,000, so that Tls. 180,000 is claimed as 
interest for six months on this sum of HK, Tls. 9,000,000,

the last two years(the lst and 2nd year) and Tls, 3,000,000 
per annum @n account of the arrearages, as well as the 
capital and interest for the first six months of this year, 
heave been more than paid but, in the statement, a sum of 
over Tls.

These are the three principal points, which are not in 
accordance with the Protocol, and I am unable to understand 
why Mr. Henriot has written to me demanding payment of a 
difference. I really dare not accede to this request. 

I have the honour to beg of you, Sir, to kindly give 
your attention to this reply. 

Furthermore, with regard to the payment of 118. 3, 000? 
000 per annum on account of the deferred interest which I 
made for the first and second year, the interest on these 
arrears should be reduced by interest 04 on my monthly in- 
stallments, as I proposed in a detailed account rendered 
on the 29th December 1905; and at the same time I sent a 


sum of 1186. 159,600, the amount of the balance of interest 


due on the arrears, to the Commission. They, however, re- 
turned this sum to me without assigning any reason for 
their refusal to accept it. I was greatly astonished and 
I wrote in July to Mr. Perreau asking for an explanation 
‘but he has not favoured me with an answer on this subject.

Immediately on receipt of your telegram of the 22nd 
instant, ( 1 made the inquiry of the Chinese Government, as 
instructed, and warned them of the danger of any conflict 
at Shanghai, in a note a copy of which I enclose, but to 
which I have not yet received reply. I also explained in 
A personal interview with the Japanese Minister, the loca- 
tion of the Standard 011 Company's plant, adjacent to the 
dock where the Askold is lying, and the serious interna- 
tional complications which might arise from any conflict 
in the vicinity of the foreign settlements. 

The Russians have consented to the Japanese demand 
that the two ships should be disarmed, and it is to be 
hoped the incident is closed; although it is rumored that, 
because the Russians have delayed so Tong, the Japanese 
have withdrawn the demand for disarming, and will insist 
on the ships leaving the har bor. The Russian Minister 
thinks this will bring on a conflict, but I do not believe 
the Japanese will add another to the Chefoo mistake. 

I enclose a copy of the Japanese explanation of the 
Chefoo incident which has undoubtedly already been handed 
you by the Japanese Minister in Washington. 

When the Russian Minister complained to the Chinese 
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Government that the Russian Consulate at Chefoo was liable 

to be attacked(he did not mention wireless telegraph sta-

I am informed by the Foreign entice that the French 
also have a wireless telegraph station at Shu-lan-hua, a 
small island six miles along the coast east of Chefoo, 
which, it is believed, is used in connection with the 
Russian station at Chefoo. 

It was in a general, friendly discussion of the sit- 
uation yesterday that the Russian Min — 1 = me that 
Japan, by her action in seizing the Restchitelni, by 
threatened attack upon their Consulate and wireless tele- 
graph station, by enlisting Hung-hu-tzu's in neutral terri- 
tory, etc., had broken the agreement as to the restriction 
of the neutral zone, and that in consequence Russia would 
be justified in extending it anywhere in China which she 
found convenient, and that she would now so extend it.

It is true that the tense strain of recent events 
naturally somewhat excited the Minister, but I apprehend 
there is at least sufficient truth in his statements to 
serve as a Warning of what may happen. 

Both belligerents are charged with cherishing a de- 
termination to bring China into the conflict, and I con- 
fess that my belief in that direction,heretofore expressed, 
has in no way been lessened by recent events. 

Prom recent confidential talks with the Ministers of 
the Wai Wu Pu, I am satisfied that the Chinese Government, 


so far as its knowledge of international law and preced- 


ents, and its ability to execute and enforce are concerned, 
is doing its best to preserve a strict neutrality; and 

if it fails, it will be on account of unauthorized acts 

of its provincial or military officials, or of unjustifi- 

able proceedings of one or both of the belligerents. 

I have noted carefully your telegraphic instrustions 
to Consul General -Goodnow, about committing himself to any 
theory or scheme for international guaranty of, or to give 
effect to, Chinese neutrality, and had myself previously 
‘telegraphed him to take no action in this direction without 
instructions from the Department or the Legation,

Recent reliable information comes to me that practic- 
ally all the Russian ships that returned to Port Arthur 
from the sortie of the 10th instant were in greatly 
damaged condition, and are making hasty and temporary re- 
pairs in order to attempt another escape. 

The published reports of the Japanese losses in 
attacks upon Port Arthur are greatly exaggerated, although 
it is known that they have been very heavy, and must of 
necessity be so in all infantry assaults upon such a 
stronghold. I have creditable information that neither 
the ammunition nor the supplies of the besieged at Port 
Arthur can last for more than two months; therefore its 
early fall may be safely counted on.

strictly responsible. 

Upon enquiry it appears that when the Russian war- 

. ships escaped from Port Arthur and entered Shanghai har- 
bor, this Board at once sent a despatch to the Russian 
Minister resident at this Capital, asking him to in turn 
inform the commanders of the said vessels that they must 
quickly execute the necessary repairs, and within a pres- 
cribed period(specified), leave the harbor, or at once have 

the munitions of war and machinery removed, in accordance 

with the principles of international law and regulations 
of neutrality. 

We have now received a telegram from the Shanghai 
Taot'ai saying that the commanders of the Russian vessels 
have agreed to lower their flags at 7 P.M. on August 25th, 
which is to be considered as equivalent to disarmament; 
the soldiers will be withdrawn and the sailcrs will be 
sent home, in accordance with the precedent established in 
the case of the Mandjour. 

This Board at once telegraphed to the said Taot'ai to 
see that this is carried out as stated. There will be no

His task was a very difficult one, and at first the 
prospects were rather discouraging; but by patience, per- 
sistence, and clever presentation of his unsurpassed knowl- 
edge of the subject, he has made great dre He has 
practically brought the Chinese Government to believe that 
his plan is the correct one, and ought, if possible, to be 
adopted; yet they greatly fear that so radical a change 
in their financial system cannot at present be carried out 
by a Government which has so little real power over its 
separate provinces. However, they have promised to at 
ones consult the leading Viceroys and Governors and see 
what can be done; but whether or not Professor Jenks' 
plan is adopted, his instruction and advice will aid the 
Chinese Government greatly in its attirta ‘te adopt a uni- 
form currency as required by the recent treaties, and his 
further assistance is most likely to be solicited by then. 

Professor Jenks has been treated with the greatest 
“respect and consideration by the Chinese Officials. They 
feel that he has been of great service to them, and it is 
certain that much good will result from his mission, for 
all of which he deserves great credit. 

I enclose herewith a copy of a communication received. 
from Professor Jenks after his departure, and add that

My dear Mr, Conger: - 

Before I leave China for the United States I should 
like to make a brief statement to you regarding my work 
here. It may be of some interest. 

When I first began my work in Peking after returning 
from the south, it seemed to me that the members of the 
Government whom I met looked at the whole question, as 
far as the attitude of the United States was concerned, 
with indifference, and that they were also inclined to dis- 
trust its motives. <As our discussions went on the atti- 
tude changed from indifference to one of decided interest, 
and I think also that their feelings of distruct were large 
ly removed. 

They announced to me at the beginning that it was 
their intention to begin their system on the silver basés 
and go gradually on to the gold basis. They apparently 
now think it would be much better to begin with their sil- 
vor coins on a gold parity and to maintain them there, if t 
it is possible for them to do this. They are not yet 
quite sure that it will be possible for them to start 
that way from the beginning; but the President of the 
Board of Revenue said to me at our last formal conference 
that he saw no reason why the plans of the Commission on 
International Exchange were not entirely practicable. 

At our earlies conferences, while they said that some 
time they would need expert help, they apparently felt no 
need for experts for some considerable time to come; at any 

rate 
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reading and from my conversations with people familiar 
with Chinese conditions. 

I wish to thank you particularly for the very great 
assistance which I have reesived from you. Without your 
aid it would not have been possible for me to secure the 
meetings and attention which have been so necessary for 
the work. Even more valuable than your direct aid with 
the Chinese Government, has been the personal advice which, 
at my request, you have given me on more than one occasion. 
This advice, based on your long experience here and your 
knowledge of Chinese officials, has in more than one in- 
stance determined my positive action and in other cases 
has prevented action which doubtless would have been un- 
wise. I wish to express strongly my hearty appreciation 


of your help. 


I expect to sail from Shanghai on the seventh of 
September and shall of course make my report to the Govern- 
ment at Washington at the earliest opportunity.

foreigners murdered on August 15th; that the Ta Ming offi- 
cials would not let the missionaries telegraph me, hence 
he had been requested to inform me of the situation. 

I immediately notified the Yai Wu Pu and Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-k'ai, demanding that prompt and sufficient 
measures be taken for protection, The required orders 
were at once telegraphed to Ta Ming and the massacre did 
not take place as announced, 

The local official informed the missionaries that he 
would protect them, and that the parties who put up the 
placard should be punished. He, however, warned them that 
as the examinations were to begin in the city the next 
Week with a probable attendance of some five thousand 
students, it would be safer for the missionaries to lock 
themselves in their compounds and not be seen outside un- 

“til the examinations were over. 

As Mr. Houlding, the head of this mission, was ab- 
sent in America, and those remaining were inexperienced 
and mostly women and children, they thought it dest for

Complying with Department Instruction No. 825 of 
July 20th, 1904, I have the honor to transmit herewith a 
certified transcript of all the judicial proceedings in 
the case of Nataloe Nalis, who was tried and convicted 
by the American Consul General on the 18th of December, 
1902, and to say that, in my opinion, executive clemency 
ought not to be extended to the prisoner at this tine. 

There is no question but that Nataloe Nalis killed 
the Chinese Cha Ah-yung. The killing evidently vas not 
premeditated, but was the result of a row in which Nalis 
and his companions were the aggressors, and it is not 
even show that the killing was in self defence, 

The case seems to have been fairly and carefully 
tried, and the verdict of “unlawful killing” was unanimoug- 
ly agreed to by the associates who sat with the Consul 
General during the trial. 

The sentence does not seem to me excessive. There 
is a general feeling among foreigners of the class to whieh 
the convicted man belongs, and who frequent the treaty 
ports, that the Chinese have no rights which thy are bound 
to respect, and their usual treatment of them is extremely 
harsh and brutal; hence an example of just such pwmish~ 
ment as is being inflicted upon Nalis is necessary to 
prevent frequent like occurrences in the future, It is 
also important that the Chinese Government and people 
should understand that we can be as just and fair in pun- 

ishing 


ishing crimes committed by Americans against Chinese as 
we insist that they mall be for crimes committed by Chin- 
ese against Americans.

881 of August 12, 
and the request of the Seeretary ef the XIT Congress of 
Orientalists relative to the drawing uw ef an internatienal 
manual fer the transeription ef Mandarin phoneties, I have 
the hener to say that, all things sensidered, it is my epin- 
ien that the Department sheuld adopt Wade's system of trans- 
literation. Net that it is the most aceurate, for it has 
many defects, but that it is the most widely used by Eng- 
lish-speaking peeple in China, and from a practical point 
ef view is therefere the most satisfaetory. There are some 
respeets in whieh the system of Williams is preferable te 
that ef Wade. Wade's is especially adapted te the translit- 
erat ien ef the sounds as heard in Peking, while that ef 
Williams is better adapted te the Whiting er Nankingese and 
Seuthern Mandarin generally, whieh is mere widely under- 
steed than the Peking dialeet. But, as Pekingese is the 
Court language, it is better ne doubt to accept it as the 
standard. Learned societies will ne doubt prefer a system 
ef transeript ien more seientifieally exact, but fer the 
uses ef the Gevernment Wade's system is sufficiently aceu- 
rate and has the merit ef being widely used and therefore 
more readily understeed.

Undoubtedly you will receive a correct copy from

c Replying to Department Cirqler of July 29th, "Promo- 
tion of Trade Interests," I believe that much can bé une 
t eee by the systematic co-operation of 
the plomat 0 end Consular services in gathering informa- 
tion relative to trade interests in China. 

Many queries are now addressed to the Legation. More 
accurate and comprehensive replies could be made to these 
if ne were deputed to make inquiries by circular of 
all the\Consuls, and to digest and summarize the replies 


received. Consuls now make most interesting and valuable 
reports on many subjects, but many of them could be made 
more valuable by complementary reports from other districts 
on the game subjects. A more comprehensive view of any 
particular trade as conducted throughout the Empire could 
tnus be obtained. Regular reports could also be arranged 
on special subjects to be made at stated periods by each 
Consul, and then could be edited at the Legation. 

Peking is far to one side, and not being a port of ine 
ternational trade , the Legation is very much out of touch 
with commercial interests. This defect could be remedied 
by the method proposed. Communication is slow and diffi- 
cult between the various provinces of China, and it might 
de best to V important inquiries from the Ce — 
~Feau addressed, as now, directly to each Consul, with in- 
om et to report to Peking, sending a copy, at the 
sane tine, to the Department, at least from the more dis- | 
tant Consulates.
